Drscairriox of the Roaps or IrzLANnD, compriſed in a neat 
convenient pocket volume, fimilar to Mr. Patterſon's uſeful book of 
the Engliſh Roads; with this very material advantage, however, 
that, in the latter, no deſcriptions of the towns are given, and few 
of the noblemen's and gentlemen's ſeats mentioned; whereas, in 
this work, the reader will not only find thoſe deficiencies ſupplied, 
but accounts of the moſt remarkable builflings, antiquities, modern 
improvements, natural productions, and every other particular worthy 
the traveller's attention. The utility, therefore, of ſuch a publica- 
tion to all orders of people, and particularly to travellers, muſt be 
obvious. Indeed, the want of it heretofore had been fo long and 
ſo univerſally felt, that the deficiency can only be accounted for 
from the difficulty of the execution. r 

To explain this difficulty, and to point out the various ſources 
of information from whence the neceſſary materials for — 2 
lation are collected, might be deemed oſtentatious: yet, Met tha

and the once barren wild rewards the labors of the induſtrious 
huſbandman : where the poor, diſpirited artiſt pined in idleneſs and 
poverty, now trade and manufactures flouriſh ; this is eminently 
confpicuous in almoſt every part of the kingdom, but particularly 
fo in the metropolis, whoſe inhabitants are now rendered ſecure in 
the diligent exertions of their induſtry by that moſt excellent and 
ſalutary regulation the new police, of which even thoſe men, 
by whom it was decried at its introduction, now confeſs the 
undennble utility: our numerous bays, creeks, and harbours, thoſe 
natura] advantages which this iſland fo peculiarly enjoys, but which 
for ages paſt were ſuffered to remain neglected, are now rapidly 
improving: uſeful and productive fiſheries are alſo eſtabliſhing along 
our coaſts : in the interim, commerce extends her fails, and ſuch 


connections are daily forming as muſt prove laſting ſources of 
national opulence. | |

Amidſt this increaſe of improvement, in our political and com- 
mercial ſyſtems, the promotion of Literature and Science, objects 
equally interefting to the welfare of a ſtate, has not been neglected: 
the Royal Iriſh Academy, formed under the aufpices of the preſent 
illuſtrious Viceroy, who is himſelf a member, confifts of gentlemen 
of the moſt diſtinguiſhed reputation for learning, tafte and genius. 
And here it is but juſtice to remark, that for theſe acquiſitions 


we are principally indebted to the Douxs of RuTLanD, whoſe 


peculiar praiſe it is, that while, amidſt the moſt dangerous and 
alarming outrages, his Grace, by wiſe, able, and vigorous meaſares, 
effectually oppoſed the rage of party, and ſuppreſſed the deſperate 
efforts of diſaffection; he, at the ſame time, held out every poſſible 
encouragement to ſcience, agriculture, arts, manufaQures and 
commerce, which excited that ſpirit of improvement and induftry, 
now fo univerſally diffuſing itſelf throughout the kingdom, and

It is preſumed, that, for finding the places wanted, little infor- 
mation will be neceſſary, other than by referring to a very full 
mdex, where the page of the road is pointed out, and obſerving, 
that the meaſurements of the road from one ſtage to another ſhew 
the diſtance in miles, halves, and quarters, which are arranged in 
two columns: for inſtance, the firſt gives the diſtance from one 
city, town, or village, to the next ; the further column, the 
number of miles from Dublin, or the commencement of the road, 
noting each different county as the traveller enters. And, at the 
end of each road, is given an account of whatever is worthy of 
obſervation, with particulars of the reſpective tous and ſeats. / 

To find the road from Dublin to any city, town, or remarkable 
2 in Ireland, look for the name of the place in the Index to 
the Roads, and the figure oppoſite to it refers to the page in which 
is the part of the road containing the place looked for ;z—thus, from 
Dublin to Cork, the index directs you to page 216, where you find 
Cork, with its diſtance from Dublin. 


In deſcribing the leſſer roads branching out from the greater, 
the laſt remarkable place on the great road, or the ſpot where the 


leſs turns off, is firſt given, with a reference to the page in which 
ou will find the ſo far as io that place; and afterwards the 
branch is continued: as for inſtance, to find the road from Dublin 


to Waterford, the index refers you to page 257, where you. find it 
in the following form, viz.

Bridge, the continuation of each road being given in the ſeveral 
pages referred to. Theſe references are made uſe of to prevent the 
numberleſs repetitions which otherwiſe would unavoidably occur in 
a work of this kind.

OF THE 


CITY OT DUBLIEN 


D UBLIN, the metropolis of Ire- 


land, the ſecond city in his Majeſty's 
dominions, and eſteemed the fifth 
for magnitude in Europe, is ſit uated 
in the province of Leinſter, in the 
county of Dublin, at the bottom of 
a large bay. The river Liffey, 
which here diſembogues itſelf into 
the ocean, divides the town into 
nearly two equal parts ;——Formerly 
the city of Dublin was confined to 
the ſouth ſide of the river: it was a 
place of great antiquity. Ptolomey, 
who flouriſhed in the reign of An- 
toninus Pius, about the year 140, 
ſays it was antiently called Aſcheled. 
In 166, Alpinus, whoſe daughter 
Auliana was drowned in the Liffey, 
changed the name from Aſchcled to 
Auliana ;—it was afterwards named 
Dublana, and Ptolomey calls it 
Eblana, Dublana, whence comes 
Dubliaum and Dublin, is evidently 
derived from Dub- leana, the place 
of the black harbour or lake, or 
rather the lake of the ſea, the bay of 
Dublin being frequently fo called. 
This city has had a variety of names. 
The Iriſh called it Drom-cb2ll-cl, 
the brow of a hazle wood; and, in 
181, Eogan, king of Munſter, being 
on 2 royal tour, paid a viſit to this 
place, which was then called Aha 
Cliath-Dubh-Line, the paſſage of the 
ford of hurdles over the black pool: 
the harbour of Dublin was like wiſe 
knowa by the name of Lean-Cliath, 
or Leam-Cliath, from Lean, or Leam, 
a harbour, and Chath or Cliabb 
which literally ſignifies a hurdle or 
any thing made of wicker-work ; it 


alſo ſignified certain weirs formed 
with hurdles, and placed in rivers 
and bays, by the antient Iriſh, for 
the purpoſe of taking fiſh : whence 
any river or bay wherein theſe weirs 
were fixed had the name of Cliath or 


Cliabò annexed to it, to ſignify the 


eſtabliſhment of a fiſhery, Dublin, 
therefore, being originally built on, 
or near, one of theſe harbours, was 
antiently called Bally-lean-Chath,that 
is, the town on the fiſhing harbour. 
It is deſcribed, at the preſent day, 
in the Iriſh language by che appella- 
tions of Ath-Cliath, the ford of 
hurdles, and Bally-ath-Cliath the 
town of the ford of hurdles, the 
inhabitants having formerly had ac- 
ceſs to the river by hurdles laid on 
the low marſhy grounds adjoining 
the water: and this name was alſo 
extended to the north ſide of the 
river, from a temporary bridge of 
hurdles thrown over the Anna 
Liffey, a corruption of Fain Louiffa, 
or the ſwift river, ſo termed from 
the rapidity of the mountain floods. 
This fide was enlarged by Mac. 


- Tuikill, the Daniſh prince, who, 


notwithſtanding, fixed his habitation 
on the ſouth ſide, and abandoned the 
northern town, which, from the 
original country of the invaders, 
was Called Eaſtmantown, fince cor- 
rupted to Oxmantown. King Edgar, 
in the preface to his charter, dated 
964, mentions Ireland with its molt 
noble city [nebilifſima civites] of 
Dublin. By the Fingallians, it is 
called Divelin ; and by the Welch, 
Dinas-Dulin, or the city of Dulin. 
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In 448, Alpin Mac. Eachard, king of 
Dublin and all his ſubjects were 
converted to chriſtianity,. by St. 
Patrick. In 1146, the firſt nunnery 
was built: it was ſitusted on the 
eaſt fide of the city, without the 
walls, in a village called Hon ges; 
and, being dedicated to the Virgin 
Mary, was flilcd the nunnery of 
St. Mary de Hogges : Andrew's 
church now ſtands on a part of the 
ſcite of it; and, from the village of 
Hogges, was derived the name of 
Hogge Hill, lately changed to An- 
drew-ltreet, as well as that oi 
Hoggin Green, now College Green, 
formerly a place for the execution 
of malefators. After the ſuppreſ- 
ſion of religious houſes, this nun- 
nery was granted, by Edward VI. 
to James Segrave and his deſcend- 
2nts for ever. It was firſt founded, 
by Dermot Mc. Murrough, king of 
Leinſter, for nuns following the 
rule of St. Auguſtin; but none 
were admitted into it under the age 
of 30 ycars. 

In 1166, the ſame monarch founded 
the priory of All Saints, for Augul- 
tinian canons of the order of Aroacia. 
In 1538, it was granted to the citi- 
zens of Dublin, who reſigned it for 
the ere ion of an univerſity in 
1590, when the whole building, 

except the ſteeple was demoliſhed ; 

* and the following year, on the fcite 
of this priory, the foundation of 
Trinity College was laid. 

Beſide theſe religious houſes, there 
were alſo the following : 

St. Mary's Abbey, (the ſcite of which, 
on the weſt fide of Capel-ſtreet, ſtil! 
retains the name). It was built by 
the Danes, in 948, for Benedictine 
monks; who gave it up for the ac- 
commodation of the Ciitcrtian order, 
in 1139. , 

The priory of St. Scpulchre's was 
ſituated on the N. fide of Kevin- 
ſtreet. Neither the founder's name 
nor the period in which it was firſt 
built are certainly known; but it is 
thought to have been the fame 
priory for knights templars, men- 
tioned in the life of St. Patrick, 
which was erected at a place called

Caſgot, in that quarter of the ſub- 
urbs. From Speed's plan of Dublin, 
taken in 1610, this priory appears 
to have been a large building, with 
a conſiderable extent of ground be- 
longing to it, ſurrounded by a ſtrong 
wall in which were two lofty portals 
on the north ſide, and two ſmaller 
gates on the ſouth ; ncarly oppoſite 
to one of the ſouth gates Rood 2 no- 
ther antient edifice, diſtinguiſned in 
the plan by the name of Church on 
Paul. 

The nunnery of St. Mary les Dames, 

| was ſituated without the eaſt, gate, 
called from thence Dame's-gate; 
and Dame-itrect, at the weſt end of 
which the gate flood, alſo had its 
name from this nunnery. 

The abbey of St. Olave, built by a 
colony from Briſtol, for inch of their 
countrymen as ſhould embrace the 
order of St. Auguſtin, It was ſitu- 
ated at the ſouth ſide of Caſtle-ſtreet, 
(where Cole Alley is now built) and 
the paſſage leading to it was from 


ſcen in the town wall the marks of 
the portal called St. Auguſtin's gate. 

The monaſtery of Witeſchan was 
erected on or near the Coombe, for 
Friars de Penitentia, or Sac Friars, 
who came into Ircland about the 
year 1268. ; 

The abbey of St. Thumas, founded 
by William Fitz-andelm, butler to 
Henry III. in 1192, for canons of 
St. Victor. In 1545, Henry VIII. 
granted it with all its juriſdictions, 
and 2a carrucate of land called 
Donower, to Willliam Brabazon, 
Eſq; anceſtor to the preſent Earl of 
Meath, It was fituated in that part 
of the Earl of Meath's Liberty now 
called Thomas Court. 

The priory of St. John the Baptiſt, 
erected by Alured de Palmer, in 


of Thomas-\lreet, and to the weſt. 
ward of the preſent ſcite of the 
market houſe, A Roman catholic 
chapel called St. John's chapel is 
built on part of the ſcite of this 
priory, of which there are now no 
other remains but the ruins of the 
ſtee ple.

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The priory of St. Saviour, founded 
about the year 1202, by Wilſiam 
| Margfchal, Farl of Pembroke, for 
Ciſtertiau friars, who gave it to the 
Dominicans in 1224, Was firuated 
on the northern bank of the river, 
to the eaſtward of the Old Bridge. 
Queen Elizabeth granted it to the 
Duke of Ormond for ever. It was 
aſterwards appropriated to the ufe of 
the Lawyers, and called the King's 
Inns, from whence the Inns Quay 
has its name. Part of the ruins 
remained till the year 1776, when 
they were entirely cleared away; 
and a magnificent building is now 
ere&ing on the fite, for the courts 
of law and public offices. 

The monaſtery of St. Francis was built 
in 1238, on & piece of ground given 
for the purpoſe by Ralph de Porter, 
in that quarter of the ſubuibs called 
Francis- ſtreet. 

The monaſtery of the Holy Trinity, 
founded in 1259, by the family of 
Talbot; it ſtood on the prefent fite 
of Crow-itreet theatre. 

The monaſtery for Carmelites or white 
friars, was built about the year 
1278, by Sir Robert Bagot, chief 
jultice of the king's bench. The

1308, John le Decer was * Jor 
the firſt provolt, and Richard de 
St. 4 and John Stakebold, 
bailiffs : in 1409, the title of the 
chief magittrate was changed to that 
of mayor, when Thomas Cuſack 
was appointed to the office, Richard 
Bove and Thomas Shortall being 
bailiffs: the office of bailiffs was 
changed to ſheriffs, in 1547. In 
1660, Charles II. gave a collar of 
SS. and a company of foot guards 
to the mayor; and in 1665, this 
monarch conferred the title of 
lord mayor on the chief magiſtrate, 
to whom he alſo granted sol. per 
annum in lieu of the foot company. 
Sir Daniel Bellingham was the firſt 
tord mayor of Dublin; Charles 
Lovet and John Quelſh were ſheriff 
the fame year, In 1672, Arthur 
Earl of Eſſex introduced new rules 
for the better government of the 
city; and in 1683, the Tholſel was 
built, for the purpoſe of the magiſ- 
trates meeting to hold their courts,

In the roth century, after the fortiſica- 


tions of Dublin were repaired by the 
Oſtmen, the walls of the 7 in- 
cluding choſe of the caſtle did not oc- 
cupy more than an Iriſh mile; they 
extended from Winetavern-gate 
to Audeon's-arch, and were con- 
tinued from thence to where New- 
gate formerly ſtood; and, from z 
plan, publiſhed by John Speed. in 
1610, it appears that they were con- 
tinned to Ormond's-gate, or, as it 
has been ſince called, Wormwood- 
gate, from thence to the Old-bridge, 
and along the banks of the river 
to a very large portal called New- 
man's tower, nearly in the preſent 
ſite of the ſouth entrance of Eſſex- 
bridge; and from Newman's tower 
in an angular direction, to Dame?

That ſpace of ground now occu- 
pied by Crane-lane, Temple-bar, 
Fleet-ſtreet, Lazar*s-hill, or, as 
it is now called ſouth Townſend- 
ſtreet, Crampton, Aſton's, George's, 
and Sir John Rogerſon's quays, &c, 

was then overflowed by the Liffey. | 
On the north fide of the river, there 
were only Church-ſtreet, Mary's- 

lane, Hammond-lane, and Pill-lane, 
then built but on one ſide as far as 
Mary's-abbey, which terminated 
the extent of that part of the town 
to the eaſt ward; Grange-Gorman, 
Stoney-batter, now called Manor- 
ſtreet, and Glaſſmanogue, were 
then villages at ſome diſtance from 
the city; and at the latter, the 
ſheriffs have held their courts in 
times of the plague, as being remote 
from the ſtage of infection. In

By comparing this account of the an- 
tient ſtate and boundaries of the 
metropolis, with the following 
deſcription of its preſent exteat, 
population and magnificence, an 
idea will be readily formed of the 
amazing increaſe and improvement 
it hath experienced within the pre- 
ſent century. 

Dublin is ſeated in view of the ſea on 
the eaſt, and a fine country, which 
{wells into gently-riſing eminences 
on the north and weſt, while it 
towers boldly up in lofty mountains 
that bound the horizon on the ſouth, 
The city itſelf cannot be ſeen to full 
advantage on entering the barbour ; 


but the approach to it, from thefice| 
exhibits a fine proſpe& of the coun- 


try for improvement and cultivation, 
interſperſed with numerous villas, 
that have a moſt agreeable effect to 
enliven this delightful ſcene, which, 
beginning at the water's edge, is 
continued all over the coaſt to the 
northward of the bay as far as the 
eye can reach, and is finely con- 
traſted by a diſtant view of the 
Wicklow mountains to the ſouth, 
where the conical hills, called the 
Sugar-loaves, contribute not a little, 
by the ſingularity of their appear- 
ance, to embelliſh a landſcape, ſo 
extenſive and pictureſque as not to 
be equalled by any natural ſcenery 
in Europe, but the entrance of the 
bay of Naples, to which it bears a 
very ſtriking reſemblance, 

The form of Dublin is nearly a ſquare, 
a figure that includes the largeſt 
area proportioned to its circum- 
ference, From the royal hoſpital 
at Kilmainham, at the weſtern extre- 
mity of the town, to the eaſt end of 
Townſend-ſtreet, the length is two 
miles and an half, and its greateſt 
breadth is computed to be of the 
ſame extent; hence the city is about 
10 miles in circumference. Its in- 
creaſe within the laſt twenty years 
has been amazing: it now contains 
about 22,000 houſes, whoſe inhabi- 
tants are eſtimated at 166, ooo ſouls, 


- near reſemblance to London. 


Sorne of the old ſtreets Were for- 
merly narrow ; but this defect is 
now in a great meaſure remedied by 
an act of parliament, paſſed in 1774. 
for opening the public avenues, 


taking down fign-poſts, paliſades, 
pent-houſes, &c. new paving the 


ſtreets, and flagging the foot paſ- 


ſages; and, in 1985, another a& 
paſſed for the better paving, cleanſ- 
ing, and lighting the city; in conſe- 
quence of which an additional num- 
ber of globes with double burners 
were put up at the diſtance of 36 
feet from each other, Theſe ne- 
ceſſary improvements contribute ex- 
ceedingly to the beauty and conve - 
nience of the metropolis: the new 
ſtreets are wide and .commodious, 


the houſes lofty, uniform and ele- 


gant ; nor are ſeveral of the old 
ſtreets totally deficient in theſe reſ- 
pects: Sackville-ſtreet, or the Mall, 


which, though built upwards of 46 


years ago, has been included in the 
number of our new ſtreets, by 
all the late geographers (a ſelf- 
evident proof that theſe writers 
had not even ſeen the- city) is a 
noble avenue, with a gravel walk in 
the centre, encloſed by a wall of 
about 3 feet high; this walk is 36 
feet and a half broad, and the diſ- 
tance between it and the paliſades 
fronting the houſes on either fide 
is 42 feet and a half; when the 
new cuſtom-touſe is completed, 
this ſtreet will be then a moſt 
deſirable ſituation for wholeſale 
merchants, not only on account of 
its proximity to that building, but 
its great depth in the rere, Some 
years ago, it was eſteemed one of 


the fineſt public avenues in Europe: 


many of the new ſtreets, however, 
in this city are now much ſuperior 
to it in the mag nificence and unifor- 
mity of the houſes. Among theſe, 
on the narth fide of the river, in 
the ſame quarter with Sackville 
{treet, are Gardiner*-row, north 
great George's-|treet, Granby-row, 
Cavendiſh-row, and Palace-row :

on the ſouth fide of the river, tkoſe 
wherein perſons of diſtinction reſide, 


lie chiefly to the eaſtward of the 
college and Stephen's-green; which 
laſt, though it does not rank with 
the new buildings, poſſciſes much 
grandeur and elegance, being one 
of the largeſt ſquares in Europe: it 
is an Eogliſh mile in circumference, 
ſurrounded by a gravel walk planted! 
on each fide with trees; within this 
walk is a ſmooth level meadow, 
having in the centre an equeſtrian] 
ſtatue of the late king : there are 
ſeveral fine edifices, though almoſt 
all differing in the flite of their ar- 
chitecture; this variety, however, 
is eſteemed by many rather a beauty 
than a defect: but, beſides the 
other ſtreets and buildings in this 
quarter, there is 2 new ſquare 
which will be nearly as extenſive 
as Stephen's-green, called Merion- 
ſquare : it was laid out ſome years 
ago, by the late Lord Fitzwilliam ; 
the buildings are now conſiderably 
advanced, and great encouragement 
has been given by the preſcat noble 
proprietor ; the houſes oa the north 
ſide, which is quite finiſhed, are 
uniform and lofty ; molt of them, 
being carried up with hewa ſtone to 
the firit ſtory, gives the whole an air 


Stephen's-green is on the weſt ſide 
oppoſite the end of York-ſtreet, 
(which may be properlyclaſſed among 
the new ſtreets) as all the old houſes 
have been pulled down and modern 
buildings erected in their room. 
Thoſe parts of the city inhabited by 
merchants and traders begin to wear 
a new face; and amongſt this nurn- 
ber the new buildings, of Dame- 
ttreet on the ſouth fide, exhibit an 
extenſive, uniform and beautiful 
range of houles all of an equal 
height : the ſhop doors and windows 
are formed by arches, exactly ſimilar 
in their conſtruction and ornaments, 
which are ſimply elegant: when the 
other ſide of this ſtreet ſhall be re- 
built, it may be an p:unounced 
one of the firſt trading ſtreets 
in Europe: and Parliament-ſtrect, 
Which was built ſome years ago, is 
now nearly equal to any trading 
ſtreet in London. 


The river Liffey, being banked in 


through the whole length of the 
town, Exhibits ſpacious and beauti- 
ful quays, Where veſſels below the 
bridge load and unload before the 
merchants doors and warehouſes ; it 
is navigable as far as Eſſcx- bridge. 
This bridge was firit built in 1681, 
and took its name from the untor- 
tunate Earl of Efſex, then viceroy 
of Ireland. It was taken down in 
1753, and rebuilt in an elegant form, 
after the model of Welitmiatter 
bridge, but much better propor- 
tioned, and on a more ſecure foun- 
dation. It has five arches, the but- 
treſſes between which ſupport ſemi. 
circular niches that project from 
the parapet; there ate balluſtrades 
betwecn theſe niches and continued 
to the ends of the bridge, which is 
commodiouſly flagged for foot pal- 
ſages; the whole conſtructed with 
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There are four bridges beſides this} 
over the river; three of which have 
nothing to recommend them, fur- 
ther than the antiquity of the Old- 


Bridge, Which was erected in this 


city at a very early period, hen 

it had the name of Dublia-Bridge ; 

it was rebuilt iu 1428, ſince which 
time it received its preſent title. 

Bloody-Bridge, built in 1671, was 

originally conſtructed with wood, 

and derives its preſent haiſh appel- 
lation from an attempt to break it 
down, wherein four perſons were 
killed. Ormond-bridge was built in 

1684, during the Ormond admiail-| 
tration. Arran-bricge, now called} 
Queen's bridge, was erected in the 
ſame year; but, being deſtroyed by 
the floods in 1763, was rebuilt off 
hewn ſtone, and finiſhed in 1768. |

This city has 2 cathedrals, 18 pariſh} 
churches, 2 chapels of calcy 15 Ro- 
man-catholic chapels, 6 meeting-| 
houſes for preſbyterians, 1 for ana- 
baptilts, „4 for methodiits, 2 for | 
quakeis, a church for French Cal- 
viniſts, a Daniſh, and a Dutch

Chriſt-church, or the Holy Trinity, 
built in 1038, by Donat, biſhop of | 
Dublin, to whom Sitcicus, the fon} 
of Amlave, king of the Oſtmen of 

. Dublin, granted the ſite for that} 
pur poſe, ſtands on the ſuramit of 
the riſiag ground at the head of 
Winetavern-ſtreet. It is a vene- 
rable Gothic pile; and its preſent 
appearance evinces its antiquity, 

St. Patrick's cathedrah, firſt built by 
archbiſhop Comyn, in 1190, and 
decorated by archbiſhop Minot, in 
1370, with a ſteeple, oa which a 


built ia a very early age. la 4301, 
when a great part of che city was 
conſumed by an accidental fre, this 
church ſuffered in the conflagratien : 
it was burnt a {econd time in 1754, 
and r<paired ia its preſcat beautiful 
form in 1769. The front and ſteeple 
are admired for their elegance, 
lighincſs and ſymmetry :; the ſpire 
is a fine octagon lupported by eight 
pillars; and 2 gilt ball terminates 
the whole, being 160 feet from the 
ground. | 
Catharine's church, firſt built in 1105, 
and re-edified in its preſent form in 
1769, is ſituated on the ſouth fide 
Thomas-ſtreet. 

St. Thomas's church is the lateſt 
foundation. of the kind in this city, 
haying been de gun inthe year 1958, 
and finiſhed and conſecrated in 1762. 
It is ſituated on the welt fide of 
Marlborough-itreet, oppolite Gloy- 
ceſter-ſtreet, to which it forms an 
elegant termination. 


The other churches ia this city are |

This tower, which fronts the en- 
trance to the Viceroy's apartments,

of juſtice. In the lower court 
are the treaſury and other offices, 
with military ores, an arſenal and 
armory for 40,000 men, and a bar- 
rack in which a captain's detach- 
ment of inlantry are ſtationed. 
Between this harrack and the arſenal 
is the Caſtle-garden; oppoſite to 
which, at the rere of the Lord 
Lieutenant's apartments, is a range 
of building, called the Garden front, 
erected about the year 1740, finiſhed 
in mountain ſtone, ornamented by 
ſernicolumns of the Ionic order, and 
the windows embelliſhed with cor- 
nices and architraves, in a fine taſte, 
The ball-room is now titled St. 
Patcick's Hall. The Viceroy's body 
guard conlitts of a captain, two 
ſubalterns, and ſixty private men, 
with a ſubaltern's guard of horſe, 
The Parliament Houſe, a moſt ſuperb 
ſtructure, is ſituated on the north 
ſide of College-Green: it was begun 
in 1729, finithed in ten years, and 
coſt 40,000]. it is built with Port- 
land ſtone, and the front formed by 
a grand portico of Tonic columns in 
the moit tinithed ſtile of architectural 
elegance : the internal parts (which

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At a ſmall diſtance to the ſouth 
ſide of this front is an elegant 
edifice in which the provoſt reſides, 
The printing - office is a neat hand- 
ſome ſtructure on the north ſide of 
the park ; and oppoſite to it is the 
anatomy houſe, in which are to be 
ſeen the celebrated wax models of 
the human figure, executed at Paris, 
by M. Douane, purchaſed by the 
Right Hon. the Earl of Shelburne, 
and preſented to this univerſity. 


The College of Dublin is an univer- 


ſity in itſelf conſiſting of a provoſt, 
vice-provoſt, ſeven ſenior and fifteen 
junior fellows, and ſeventy ſcholars 
of the houſe; the number of ſtudents 
is generally about four hundred : it 
has allo profeſſors in divinity, com- 
mon and civil law, phyſic, Greek, 
modern languages, mathematics, 
oriental tongues, hiſtory and oratory, 
modern hiſtory, natural philoſophy, 
anatomy and ſurgery, chymiſtry, 
and botany, His royal higbneſs, 
the Duke of Gloucetter is chan- 
cellor, and his grace the Lord 
Primate of Ireland vice-chancellor : 
the viſitors are the chancellor, (or, 
in his abſence, the vice-chancellor) 
and the archbiſhop of Dublin. 
The Royal Exchange, ſituated on 
Cork-hill, was begun in 1 769, and 
opened for buſineſs in 1779; the 
expence, amounting to 40,000]. 
being defrayed by lottery ſchemes, 
conducted by the merchants © 
Dublin with an integrity that did 
them honour. The building is nearly 
à ſquare having three fronts of Port- 
land ſtone in the Coriathian order, 
and crowned in the midſt with a fine 
dome, which is ſupported on the 
inſide by 12 compoſite fluted pillars 
that form a circular walk in the 
center of the ambulatory : above 
theſe pillars are 12 circular windows, 
and the cieling of the dome, which 
is ornamented with ſtucco, in the 
Molaic ſtile, has alſo a large window 
in the middle that illumines moſt of 
the building. Oppoſite the north 
entrance, in the circular walk, is a 
ſtatue of his preſent majeſty, George 
III. in a Roman military habit; it 
is executed in bronze, by Van Not, 
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and elevated on a white marble | 


pedeſtal ; in à niche on the" ſtgir- 
caſe leading to the coffee-room, is a 
white marble ſtatue of the late Dr. 
Charles Lucas, executed by Smyth. 


The north front, which commands | 


a fine view of Parliamentſreet and 
Eſſex-bridge, is embelliſhed by 2 
range of ſix columns, and their cor- 
reſpondent pilaſters, ſupporting 2 
grand pediment with a ballaſtrade 
on each ſide : a flight of ſtone ſteps 
leads from the ſtreet to the entrance, 
which is by three fine iron-railed 
gates: the weſt front varies but little 
from the north, except in the want 
of a pediment, and having only 
three ſteps aſcending to the entrance,

The Hoſpital for Lying-in-Women, 
founded by Dr. Bartholomew Moſſe, 
and op*ned in 1757, ſtands on the 
north ſide of great Britain-ſtreet. 
The building is extremely light and 
elegant; a beautiiul ſteeple riſes in 
the centre, and the wings are 


formed by ſemicircular colonades |

colonade is the Rotunda where

The gar- 
den at the rere of the Hoſpital, is 
laid out in a good taſte. 

The Blue-coat Hoſpital was founded 
on the weſt ſide of Queen-ftreet, 
by Charles II. in 1670, for educa- 
ting the children of redueed freemen 
of the city : but the original build- 
ing, being greatly decayed, was 
taken down; and the New Blue- 
coat Holpital, fituated in Oxman- 
town-green, was begun in 1773. 
The front is enriched by four lomc 
columns, ſupporting a pediment in 
the center, over which the ſteeple 
riſes, embelliſhed with Corinthian 
and compoſue columns in an admired 
taſte. Conne d ed with the front by 
circular walls ornamented with bal- 

luitrades and niches, are the ſchool

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on one ſide and the church on the 
other: theſe form two well propor- 
tioned wings; they are of a ſimilar 
cunſt ruction; and each is crowned 
with a ſmall tieeple or turret, cor- 
reſponding with the reſt in uniform 
harmony and beauty. 


The Barracks, the foundation of which 


was laid in 1704, are eſtcemed the 
largeſt and moit commodious in 
— They conſiſt of four 
ſquares, ſituated at the wett end of 
the town, on the north ſide of the 
river. The royal ſquare in the cen- 
tre, with the horſe barreck and the 
little ſquare on each fide, form a 
ſpacious and extenſive front to the 
ſouth : the palatine, now called the

Chelica in Eagla 
was completed in 3, and coſt 
upwards of 23, col. At is fituated 
at the weſt end of the town on a 
riſing ground near the ſouth ſide of 
the river, from whence there is an 
eaſy aſcent to it through ſeveral 
rows of tall trees, This edifice is 
of a quadrangular form, encloſing 2 
ipacious area handſomely laid out in 
grals plots and gravelled walks : an 
arcade is carried along the lowei 
{tory in each ſquare to ths entrance 
of the hall and chapel, which are 
both curiouſly decorated; in the 
former are leveral whole-length 
portraits of royal 
other dittinguiſhed characters. 


Dr. Steevens's Hoſpital, the founda- 


tion of which was laid in 1720, is 2 
neat quadrangular building, plea- 
ſantly ſituated on the banks of the 
river near the welt end of James's- 
ſtreet, from whence a gravelled 
walk leads by a gentle deſcent to 
the entrance of the Hotpital, and is 
continued from thence to the water's 
edge. 


The Linen-hall, at the north end of 


Linen-hall-ſtrect, which was epened 
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at the public expence, in 1728, for | 
the reception of linen cloths brgught 
to the Dublin market, is # handſome 
building, lately enlarged with treble 
ite number of former rooms, which | 
furniſh a new proof of commercial 
proſperity. 


The New-priſon in Green-ftreet, the 


firſt ſtone of which was laid in 1993, 


is 2 large quadrangular QruQure,

The eaſt front confiits of à center 
break of mountain ſtone ruſticated 
and crowned by a pediment, with a 
plain facade ot black lime- ſtone on 
each ſide; and at the external angles 
of the building are four round tower. 


There are many other public ecdiſices in 


this city and its environs which merit 
particular notice, The Hoſpital for 
Lunatics in weſt Bow-lane founded | 
by Dean Swift, and opened in 1957;

kings of England fince the reign of 
Henry II. who introduced the Engliſh 
laws into this kingdom. Richard II. 
erected it into a marquiſate in favour 
of Robert de Vere, Earl of Oxford, 
whom he alſo created Duke of 
Ireland. It is an archiepiſcopal ſee, 
and returns with the univerſity and 
the county ſix members to partia- 
ment. 


executed by a lord- mayor, recorder,

banks of ſand, called the North and 

South Bulls, which prevent veſſels 
of large burden from coming over 

the bar. This, however, is in ſome 

meaſure remedied by a prodigious 
work of ſtone, and piles of wood 
extending ſome miles into the bay 
on the ſouth fide, at the end of 
which there is a light-houſe, beau- 
tifully conſtructed, after a deſign of 
the late Mr. Smith's. But the port 
of Dublin is capable of much greater 
improvement; particularly, by turn- 
ing the courſe of the river Dodder, 
building a mole from the North- 
wall to Ringſend, and clearing the 


harbour, fo as to form a grand baſon 
on the ſouth ſide for the reception 


of veſſels of all burthens. This 
work is to be immediately carried 
into execution, and will, no doubt 
meet every poſſible encouragement, 
from that ſpirit for promoting the 
national welfare, which now pre- 


vails throughout this kingdom, and 
is remarkably conſpicuous in the 
capital, where, among others, are 
the following public inſtitutions.

Dublin is remarkably well ſupplied 


with fleſh, fowl and fiſh, the latter 
in much greater perfeQtion than any 
other capital in Europe, It is fup- 
plied with coals chiefly from Cum- 
beriand and Scotland: and water is 
conveyed to the city on the north 
fide, bein the river Liffey, dy ma- 
chines curiouſly conſtructed -for the 
purpoſe, at an outlet called Iſland- 
bridge: the ſouth fide is ſupplied 
with that neceſſary article trom a 
foe reſervoir or baſon, ſurrounded 
with a wall and a handſome graſe 
walk encloſed on each fide by a 
thick-ſet hedge and trees planted at 
equal diſtances. From one end of 
it, there is a view of the canal for 
the convenience. of inland water 
carriage, now completed as far as 
Monaſtereven, between which and 
the canal harbour in James's-ſtreet, 
paſſage boats ply daily; they are 
well appointed and accommodate 
with all neceſſary refreſhments. 
At à ſmall diſtance from the baſon 
there is a bridge of a fingle arch 
thrown over the canal, the elegance 
and architecture of which are much 
admired : the ſides of the canal for 
ſome miles into the country are 
planted with elm trees, which ten- 
ders its banks, in fair weather, a de- 
lightful place of exerciſe for the citi- 
zens; who alſo reſort for recreation 
to his Majeſty's Pheenix-park, a fine 
extenſive encloſure at the weſt end 
of the town and on the oppoſite ſide

The circular road which ſurrounds the 


city, beginning on one ſide of the 
river, at the eaſt end of the town 
and terminating on the oppoſite ſhore, 
is carr.ed through the park. This 
road foims a very agreeable ride, 
and is much frequented. It is the 
boundary of the juriſdiction of the 
New Police, inſtituted for the better 
preſervation of the peace and good 
order of the city, and the perſonal 
ſ-curity of its inhabitants. This in- 
ſtitution, lately eſtabliſhed by act of 
parliament, is under the direction 
of a chief commiffioner, three aſſiſt- 
ant cornmniſſioners, and four divi- 
ſional juſtices, who are all aldermen 
of the city, which is, therefore, 
properly termed the diftrift of the 
metropolis, and divided into four 
wards, The police-guard confiſts 
of 40 horſemen and 400 foot, well 
armed and in regular uniform ; they 
are taught military diſcipline, and 
ſtationed at night-time in the ſeveral 
watch-houſes; from whence parties 
are couſtantly patrolling the ſtreets, 
and centinels are placed at different 
ſtands, This inſtitution is found by 
experience to be 2 much more effec- 
tual prevention of robberies, riots, 
and nocturnal outrages, than the 
pariſh watches; and to this ſecurity 
which the well diſpoſed working 
manufacturers enjoy, may in a great 
meaſure be attributed that enerea ſing 
ſpirit of induſtry and peaceable be- 
haviour now fo prevalent among this 
uſeful claſs of the community, which 
cannot fail to be productive of the 
moſt ſalutary conſequences to the 
future welfare of the metropolis and 
the kingdom in general.

Near Caftle-Rellingham is Greeu- 


Mount, 2 ſmall village, and where 
was formerly a very Rrong camp, It 
is ſituated on the top of a fige green 
hill, and overlooks all that part of 
the country. There is 3 tumulus or 
barrow on it, which is probably the 
ſepulchre of ſome celebrated war- 
rior, ſuch being commonly found in 
or ncar moſt forts and camps of any 
conſequence, and known to have 
been a practice of the Danes. 

Near a mile beyond Lurgan-green, on 
the L. is Clermoat, a fne and delight- 
ful ſeat of the Earl of Clermont. 

Dundatk is a very large, anticnt, and 
thriving towa, with a wide ſtreet, 
near a mile long, and a very fine 
market-houſc, near the entrance 
from Dublin, In the reign of 
Edward II. it was à royal city, aad 
the laſt we read of, where « monarch 
of all Ireland was actually crowned, 

| and reſided, It was formerly-very 

ttrong, and had many towers and 
tmall caſtles in it. It is very advan- 
tageouſly ſituated for a moſt exten- 
ſive iuland trade, and the port is very 
ſafe for ſhipping. The bay has good 


moorings t all times, in four to 
upwards of eight fathom water, with 
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very good land-marks, either for 
bringing up to, or making the bar- 
bour ; and in crofling the bar at high 
Water, or ordinary neap tides, there 
is from fifteen to e ightec u feet water. 
The only cambrick manufacture in 
Ireland 1s carried on in this town. 
On the L. of Dundalk is a ſeat of the 
Ear] of Clanbraffil, having fine and 
ſpacious gardens belonging to it. 
Oppoſite to Joneſbocough, on the R. is 
Ravenſdale Park, the ſeat of T. J. 
Forteſcue, Eſq; theſe extenſive and 
delightful demeſues were judiciouſſ 
laid out and finely cultivated by the 
late Rt. Hon. James Forteſcue. 
Newry is one of the moſt conſiderable 
towns in the county, and is ſcated on 
the Newry Water, which is a bound- 
ary weſtward. Itis almoſt ſurrounded 
by mountains and rocky hills, except 
to the north and north-weſt, where 
a proſpect opens into a good country, 
through which the canal it now car- 
ried, that runs to Lough Neagh. 
Three miles and a half beyond Newry, 
near Sheep-bridge, on the R. is 
Maryville, the fine ſeat of Mr. 
Arbuckle, about half a mile beyond 
which, is Tremont, the ſcat of Mr. 
Johaſon. 
Loughbrickland and Banbridge, two 
neat market towns, preſent them- 
ſelves on this road. 
Dromore, ſeated on the river Lagan, 
is 2 very antient market town, and 
a biſhop's ſee; for further particulars 
of which, ſee page 22. 


Within two miles of Dromore, on the 


L. is Gilhall, the old feat and well 


planted demeſne of the Countels of 


Clanwilliam. 

Hillſborough is pleaſantly ſituated, and 
almolt newly built, much in the ſtyle 
of an Engliſh town, on a healthy, 
gravelly foil, in view of Liſburn, 
Belfaſt, the bay and town of Carrick- 
fergus, and commanding an exten- 
five proſpe@ into a well improved 
country. The Maſe-Courſe is a mile 


north of the town, near the banks 


of the Lagan. A riſing hill in the 


middle of the courſe, about two miles 
in circumference, affords a full view 
of the whole field. The church of 


Hillſborough is magnificent, and coſt

the preſent Earl near 15,0001. The 
ſpire is ax lofty as that of St. Patrick's,

Here is alſo the 
beſt built ina in the kingdom, A very 
thriving manufacture of muſlins 
is lately introduced in this town, 
under the patronage of the Earl of 
Hillſborough, who has a fine demeſne 
and neat villa here.

but is rebuilt in a neat, handſome 


manner. It has a large manufactory 
for linen cloth. 


Half a mile beyond Liſburn, on the L. is 


Belſize, the ſeat of Mr. Hudſon.

are the ruins of Drumboe church; 
and near them, is Thorahill, the 
ſeat of Mr. Maxwell.

On one ſide of it there ap- 
pears to have. been a platform or 
battery, which might probably have 
been adapted for the defence of the 
harbour. 'The old town of Carling- 
ford ſeems to have been originally 
a collection of ſmall caſtles, which 
appear to have been the common 
kind of habitations in this coun- 
try, and the manner of. building in 
thole days; Dundalk formerly hav- 
ing alſo been full of the like ſort of 
dwellings. On the oppoſite end of 
the town to that of the caſtle, there 
are ſtill to be ſeen the ruinous re- 
mains of a fine monaſtery ; and not 
far from it, upon the ſummit of a 
neighbouring hill, a ſpacious burying 
ground, and a little church or chapel 
adjoining it. By reaſon of che poſi 
tion and height of the neighbouring 
mountains, the inhabitants of the

It is a deep bay, or 
inlet of the ſca, about 17 miles {Neu 
and between 4 and 5 broad, It goes 
Weſt as far as Downpatrick, and 
North as far as Cumber and New- 
town, The coaſts of this lake are 
ſhelving and beautiful; and inter- 
tperſed with a great many pleaſant 
iſlands, on which is exceeding good 
grazing for cattle. This lough, and 
all the coaſts here, abound with ex- 
cellent fiſh, particularly ſmelts; and 
off the bar there is a periodical, 
herring fiſhery, in or about Auguſt, 

The bar, or entrance into this lough, ' 
is about 3 miles below Strangford, 
There is a long reck at the entrance 
in the middle of the paſſage, dange- 
rous to ſtrangers, on account of the 
force of the current ; * there js a 
broad paſſage on either fide, and deep 
water. The current here is very 
ſtrong and rapid, running at the rate 
of 6 or 7 miles an hour. There are 
but few veſſels that go higher y 
than Strangford.

A manufacture of ſalt 
is alſo carried on here with great 
advantage. At a ſmall diſtance from 
the town is a- charter working 
ſchool, for the reception of twenty 
children, Some of the boys are 
employed in making fiſhing-nets; a 

few of the more robuſt are fitted fer 
the ſea, and the reſt apprenticed to 


proteſtant farmers and linen-weav- 


ers, —There is a remarkable well 
here called St. Scordin's well. It is 
highly efteemed for the extraordi- 
nary lightneſs of its water, It guſhes 
out of a high rocky bank, cloſe upon 
the ſhore, and is obſerved never to

unnoticed by Ware and Harris, in 
their voluminous hiſtory, 2 vols. fol. 
In his ſubſequent charters, wholly 
confined to the ſee of Dromore, the 
king eſtabliſhes its patronage and 
endow ment, and deſcribes and ſettles 
the manor of Dromore, with very 
ample juriſdiction and peculiar pri- 
vileges. A other marks of 
royal favour, he diſtiaguiſhes the 
biſhops of this ſee by the ſtyle 
of © A. B. by Divine Providence 
Biſhop of Dromere” : whereas all

vex termination of one Joint always 
meeting a concave ſocket in the 
next; beſides which, the angles of | 
one frequently ſhoot over thoſe” of 
the other, fo that they are com- 
pletely locked together, and can 
rarely be ſeparated without a frac- 
ture of their parts. There are no 
void ſpaces among the baſaltes, the 
ſurface of the Cauſeway exhibiting 
to view a regular and compact pave» 
ment of polygan ſtones. 


The outſide covering of the Cauſeway 


is ſoft, and of a brown colour, being 
the earthy parts of the ſtone, nearly 
deprived of its metallic principle by 
the action of the air, and of the ma- 
rine acid which it receives from the 
ſea. This coating corftains iron 
which has loſt its ptilogiſton, and is 
nearly reduced to à ſtate of calx; 
for with a very moderate heat it be- 
comes 2 bright red ochre colour, the 
attendant of an iron earth, 


The leading features of. this. whole 


coaſt ace the two great promontories 
of Bengore and Fairhead, which 
{tand at the diſtance of eight miles 
from each other. Theſe form a 


number of capes, compolcd of a va- 


riety of different ranges of pillars, 
and a great number of ſtrata, which 
from the abruptneſs of the coaſts are 
extremely conſpicuous, and form an 
unrivallcd pile of natural architec- 
ture, in Which all the ncat regula» 
rity and elegance of art are united 
to the wild magnificence of nature. 


The moſt perfe& of theſe capes is call- 


ed Pleaſkin, the ſummit of which is 
formed of a thin graſſy ſod and na- 
tural rock. At the depth of twelve 
feet from the ſummit this rock af» 
ſumes a columnar tendency, and 
forms -a range of balaltic pillars, 
whichttagd perpendicular to the ho- 
rizon, preſenting the appearance of 
a magnificent gallery or columnade, 
upwards of . ſixty fect in. height.

Through the 
lower plantations are ridings, which 
look upon ſeveral beautiful ſcenes, 
formed by the river and lake in 
the diſtant country, exhibitivg noble 
views of waving cultivated hills, 
with the cattle finely ſituated in 
the midit of the planted demeſne, 
through which the Boyne winds its 
beautiful courſe, | 

At new Grange, near Slane, there is a 
large Daniſh mount, which has been 
found to be the cover of a noble hea- 
then temple. Near the foot of the 
mount, there is an aperture or en- 
trance, which over head is covered 
with a large flat ſtone. A perſon 
who enters muſt itoop for a conſide- 
rable diſtance, when the upper part 
riſes higher until you enter the ten- 
ple, which is formed in ſhape like a 
bee hive, riſing in height upwards 
of 20 feet, and in circumference 
30 feet. The ſides are made up 
of prodigious large ſtones, with ſome 
ſculptures upon the ends and ſides. 
There are two altar ſtones, one on 
the R. the other on the L.

The promontories of thick wood, 
which ſhoot into Lough Erne, on 
which Caſtle-Caldwell is ſituated, 
under the ſhade of a great ridge of 
mountains, have the fineſt effect im- 
maginable. As ſoon as you are 
through the gates, turn to the left, 
about two hundred yards to the edge 


of the hill, where the whole de- 


meſne lies beneath the point of view. 
It is a promontory, three miles long, 
projecting into the lake, a beautiful 
aſſemblage of wood and lawn, one 
end à thick ſhade, the other graſs, 
ſcattered with trees and'-finiſhing 
with wood. A bay of the lake 
breaks into the eaſtern end, where 
it is perfectly wooded. There are 
ſix or ſeven iſlands among them, 
(that of Bow being three miles long, 
and one and a half broad) yet they 
leave a noble ſweep of water, bound- 
ed by the great range of the Turaw 
mountains. To the right, the lake 
takes the appearance of a great river, 
with two large iſlands in it, the 
whole uniting to form a moſt glo- 
rious ſcene. The promontory in the 
front of the houſe is called Roſs-a- 
goul, and commands a noble hanging 
wood on the banks of Roſs-Moor ; 
and the woody necks that ſtretch 
from the: land beyond the houſe, 
with ſeveral iſlands, give the greateſt 
variety to the ſcene. On the Point 
Sir James has built an eftagon tem- 
ple, which takes in ſevera} views 
that are exceedingly pleaſing.

contiguous to the ſhore, if they en- 
gaged in thern with ſpirit and ap- 
plication. And there can be little 


- doubt but that will be the caſe, 


from the noble example ſet them 
by the Rt, Hon. William Conyng- 
ham, who has appropriated a ſum 
of twenty thouſand pounds, to get 
proper accommodations for the fiſh- 
ermen, and to carry on the north- 
weſt fiſheries to the beſt advantage. 
The patriotic principle that aQtua- 
ted this gentleman, was moſt de- 
ſervedly countenanced by parlia- 
mentary encouragement. The fiſh- 
eries will now give employment to 
thouſands, who were formerly idle, 
and there is no doubt but in time 
will prove an excellent nurſery for 
ſeamen, beſides being a ſource of 
wealth to the kingdom in general. 
Nothing can contribute more to this 
great end, than a late act of parlia- 
ment, for regulating the payment 
of bounties, and exempting them 
from fees, obtained by the Rt. Hon. 
the Speaker of the Houſe of Com- 
mons; an act that will give finews 
to induſtry, and employment to 
thouſands, The coaſt fiſhery bill will 
alſa prove highly animating to the 
ſpirit- of enterprize, as beſides an 
additional bounty of ten ſhillings a 
ton, for every veſſel, not under 
twenty nor above 2 hundred tons, 
it offers a bounty of three pounds a 
ton to all ſuch perſons who build on 
the north-weſt coaſt of Ireland, any 
veſſels fit for fiſhing in deep water, 
not nnder twenty, nor upwards of 
ſixty tons. Theſe bounties muſt 
have the beſt effects. They will in- 
duce perſons to engage in the fiſh- 
eries, and to become proprietors of 
veſſels, who otherwiſe might not 
have thought of ſach ſubjects; and 
this of courſe will cauſe ſuch quan- 


tities of fiſh to be brought to market, 
as mult effectually reduce the price 
of proviſions, enable us to engage 
in a more extenſive export trade 
than heretofore, and be particularly 
ſerviceable to the labouring poor,

they were places of penance, or pur- 
gatorial pillars, in which the peni- 

tent was elevated according to his} 
crime, But it is now almoſt a de- 
cided point that they were built by 
the Danes, generally in the vicinity

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of churches, and ſince uſed by the 
chriſtian Iriſh, for ſteeple houſes 
or belfries. It is 84 feet in height, 
and built of ſtones, each about a 
foot ſquare, forming a circle of 15 
feet in diameter; the walls are 
upwards of a yard thick, and about 
15 feet above the ground is a door, 
without any ſteps to alcend to it. 
The baſe is ſolid ; towards the top 
are four ſmall oblong holes which 
admit the light, and it is terminated 
by a conic covering. There are no

Limerick is ſituated on the river Shan- 
non, and was the ſtrongeſt fortreſs 
in the kingdom, until government 
gave the citizens liberty to diſmantle 
all the walls and caltles, , on the 
ſcite of which elegant houſes are 
no built. It was beſieged by king 
William III. in 1690, when the 
garriſon forced the king to raiſe the 
liege, though there was no army to 
relieve it. It was again inveſted in 
September, 1691; and when the 
town capitulated on the 13th o 
October following, the garriſon ob- 
tained very honourable terms, being 
allowed to retire wherever they 
pleaſed ; and were tolerated in the 
free exerciſe of their religion. Li- 
merick alſo ſuſtained a ſevere ſiege 
in the time of Cromwell, from Ire- 
ton, whoſe army was bravely repul- 
ſed in ſeveral attacks, and would 
have been totally ruined, but for 
the feuds and animoſities that pre- 
vailed in the town, ſome being at- 
tached to the Nuncio, others to the 
king, and a conſiderable majority 
inclined to a ſurrender. It hath a 
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military governor, and town major 
on the eſtabliſhment, and the gar- 
riſon conſiſts generally of twenty- 
two companies of ſoot, The civil 
government is by a mayor, record- 
er, ſheriffs and town-clerk, It is 
the ſee of a biſhop, united to Ard- 
fert and Aghadoe, and is adorned 
with a fine cathedral, It gives the 
title of Viſcount to the Earl of 
Clanbraſſil. The place is well built, 
and contains about 4000 houſes ; 
and the number of people are com- 
puted at 40,000, Proviſions are ex- 
tremely cheap in this city; but the 
ſituation renders the air moiſt; and 
conſequently unwholſome to ſtrang- 
ers. The houſes are moſtly new, of 
brick, large, and in right lines. Here 
are docks, quays, and a cuſtom- 
houſe, which is a good building, 
faces the river, and on the oppoſite 
bank is 4 large quadrangular one, 
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are held all the year round in an 
aſſembly houſe, built for the pur- 
poſe, which is roomy and elegant; 
and plays and concerts axe occa- 

 fionally performed. From Clonmel. 
1y-Hill, near this town, the proſ- 
peR is very doble. There is a view 
of the Shannon from Limerick to 
Foyne's Iſland, which js thirty miles, 
with all its bays, bends, iſlands, and 
fertile ſhores. It is from one to three 
miles broad, a moſt noble river, de- 
ſerving regal navies for Ke ornament.

There are many antient buildings in 
and about Killaloe. The cathedral 
is a Gothic edifice, in the form of a 
croſs, with the ſteeple in the centre, 
ſupported by four arches. It is 
about 200 feet in length, the ſpan 
of the roof 30 in the clear. The 
eaſt window is large and fine, It 
was built by Donald, king of Lime- 
rick, in 1160, and is now in good 
repair. There is a building near it, 
once an oratory of St. Molua, cer- 
tainly a work of the ſeventh cen- 
tury, There is alſo another of the 
like kind in an iſſand, having marks 
of ſtill higher antiquity, the roof 
being built of ſquare ſtone, ap- 
proaching to each other, till they 
meet in the ridge of the roof, the 
ceiling within being formed in the 
lame manner. The door is alſo 
formed of plain great ſtones, with 
one ſtone for the lintel, and wider 
at the bottom than the top, like the 
Tuſcan architecture. All the ſtones 
of the edifice-are mach larger than 
thoſe of more rgodern date, Theſe 
circumſtances give reaſon to con- 
jecture this to be one of the moſt 
antient buildings now to be ſeen. 
The ſee houle of the biſhop. is at 
Clarisford, near Killaloe. It is an 
elegant new building, and ſtands 
moit delightfully ſituated on a rifing 
ground over the river.

The eye 
is confined on each fide by two uni- 
form riſings, and the back ground 
of the picture is occupied by the 
amphitheatre of the mountains, 
and à magnificence in the whole 
proſpect, which not only amuſes the 
mind, but ſeems to exalt aud ex- 
pand it, and awakens ſentiments 
truly ſublime. | 
The effect of many of theſe views is 
much heightened by the hourly re- 
volutions in the face of the heavens, 
'The vaſt volumes of clouds, which 
arerolledtogether fromthe Atlantic, 
and reſt on the fummits of the moun- 
tains, cloath them with majeity, 
The different maſſes of light and 
ſhade, traverſing the lakes in ſuc- 
ceſſion, as the ſhifting' bodies above 
float acreſs thern, exhibit all the 
varieties of night and day, almoſt 
at the fame inſtant: the miſts 
interpoſing their dull yet tranſparent 
coverings to the view, raiſe new 
defires of a fuller and clearer prof- 
pet; and the wandering vapours 
fitting from-cliff to, ck, as if in 
ſearch of the, clouds from which 
they had been ſeparated, amule the 
eye with their varieties and irregu- 
lar motiont. ;

men. For what can be more beau- 
tiful than the ſeveral views of a fine 
piece of water, ornamented with 
iNands, encompaſſed by mountains, 
reſounding with water-falls, and 
reflecting on all ſides the umbra- 
geous trees, and evergreens that 
adorn its banks? What can be more 
ſurprizing than the fertility of the 
rocks, where the trees, too pon- 
derous for their feeble roots, are 
often bent towards the earth, and 
flouriſh thus diſtorted > What more 
curious than different ſpecies of 
ſhrubs ſpringing from the ſame de- 
cayed ſtock z which, no longer able 
to puſh forth leaves itſelf, ſerves as a 
nidus to others? And is there any 


thing more wonderful than the pow- 


er of the echoes, which not only 
multiply and reiterate the moſt ordi- 


nary ſounds, but ſwell them to an 


altoniſhing degree, particularly un- 
der the Eagle's Neſt, and from the 
foot of Glenaa, reſembling a conti- 
nued peal of thunder, then dying 
away, and after 2 ſhort period the 
exploſion is heard again, reverbe- 
rating from the oppoſite ſhores ; till 
the mufic ſtrikes and refreſhes the 
car with the ſofteſt melody, which 
is very diſtindly re-echoed in har-

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was a prince, greatly celebrated 
by the Iriſh biſtorians, for his learn - 
ing, piety, and valour. He wrote, 
in his native language, a hiſtory of 
Ireland, commonly called the Pfal- 
ter df Caſhell, which is ſtill extant, 
and contains the moſt authentic ac- 
count we have of the annals of the 
country to that period, about the 
year 900.— On the top of the rock 
of Caſhell, and adjoining the cathe- 
dral, is a lofty round tower, which 
proudly defied the too ſucceſsful at- 
tempts of archbiſhop Price, who, in 
this century, unroofed, and thereby 
demoliſhed the antient cathedral, 
founded by St. Patrick. In the 
choir are the monuments of Myler 
Magrath, archbiſhop of this fee, in 
the reign of queen Elizabeth, and 
ſome other curious remains of an- 
tiquity. Caſhell was formerly the 
royal ſeat, and metropolis of the 
kings of Munſter; and on the al- 
cent to the cathedral, is a large 
ſtone, on which every new king of 
Muniter was, as the inhabitants re- 
port from tradition, ſolemnly pro- 
claimed. —Caſhell ts at preſent but 
imali to what we may ſuppoſc it to 
have been in antient days. The 
archbiſhop's palace is a fine building.

They 
are ſuppoſed to be the largeſt in the 
kingdom, having twenty-two thous 
ſand Engliſh acres incloſed within 
the walls. This was once eſteemed 
the fineit ſeat in Ireland; and ſtood 
many years in poſſeſſion of that 
acknowledged rank. It has not 
fince declined in beauty; but many 
other ſeats have ſo rapidly ad- 
vanced in improyements of various 

- kinds, as to diſpute pre-eminence 
with it. The plantations are laid 
out after the old faſhion, but they 
are ſtill both extenſive and beau- 
tiful in a very high degree. 

About a mile fartfer, on the R. is 
Kilieacle, a manſion houſe belong- 
ing to the family of Bunbury. 

On the L. of Tipperary, is the ſeat of 
the Rev. Dr. Baker.

{From this bridge to Mitchell's-Town, 


great part of the country is a rich 


grazing tract; but from near Gal-}_ 
ballv to the Galty mountains, there 

are large fpaces of flat lands, cover- 
ed with heath and furze, The 
Toad leads immediately at the foot 
of the Galties, which form the moſt 
romantic boundary imaginable: The 
ſides are almoſt perpendicular, and 
reach a height, which, piercing the 


clouds, ſeem formed rather for the 
boundaries of two conflicting em- 
pires, than the property of private 
perſons. The 2 of the ſcene- 
ry exhibited by theſe mountains is 
great.

It was in this town that the cele- 
rated and Rev. Laurence Sterne 
was born, on the 24th of November 
1713, an author well known, of 
original genius, and great ſenſibility 
of heart.

One mile from Naas on the L. is the 
ſeat of Mr. Graydon; and on the R. 
Lady-Towa, the ſeat of Lord Viſ- 
count Allen.—On the L. of Lady- 
Town is Killyſhee church. 

Within a mile and a half of Kilcullen- 
Bridge, on the L. is Sallad-Hill, the 
ſeat of Mr. Gaffiny. 

At Kilcullen-Bridge, on the R. is 
Caſtle-Martin, the ſcat of Captain | 
Carter; and near it are the ruins of 
a caitle. On the L. of the bridge, is 
New-Abbey, the ſeat of Mr. Hobs 
ſon ; near which are the ruins of 
the abbey of New-Abbey. 

At Old Kilcullen there is a pretty 
church, on the L. of the road, on 
a hill, wth a round tower; half 
its original height. This town, 
though now mean, was formerly 
very large, and ſurrounded with a 
Wall. 

On the L. a little beyond the 23 mile 
ſtone, upon a, riſing ground, in a 
held, is an antient obcliſk, of a ſin- 
gle rude ſtone. 

[On the R. of Old Kilcullen, is Bally- 
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| ſax, the ſcat of Mr, Anneſley ; and 


a mile to the L. Giltown, the ſcat 
of Sir Kildare Dixon Burrowes, 
Bart. 

A mile beyond Old Kilcullen, on the L. 
is Caſt le ſiſn, the ſeat of Mr. Crofton 
and 2 miles from Caſtle fiſh, on the R. 
is Ballyſhannon, the ſeat of Sir Roger 
Palmer, Bart. and Calverſtown, 5 
of Mr. Cuffe. 

Near a mile ſrom Calverſtown, on 
the R. are the ruins of Black-Hall 
caſtle, 

Within 3 miles of Timolin, on the R. 
is Narraghmore, the ſcat of Mr. 
Keating. The houſe is ſcated on 
an eminence, which commands an 
extenſive and beautiful proſpect of 
mountains, hills, and vallies. 

From Narraghmore you deſcend to a 
vale; when within a mile of Timo- 
lin, you come to a variety of neat 
houſes, through a road that looks 
like a fine terrace-walk. This 
place is called Ballytore, and lies a 
little to the R. The river Greece 
winds its ſtream very near the 
houſes; and the buildings, orchards, 
and gardens ſhew an elegant ſimpli- 
city that characteriſes its owners, 
who are quakers. Their Burying- 
ground near the road, is ſurtoundeg 
with different trees. The hedgzs 
chat incloſe their meadows and ficl4s 
are quickſet, kept of an equal 
height, and at the diltance of every 
ten yards, trees regularly pierce 
through them, ſorming beautiful 
groves of a large extent. 

Timolin has little to recommend it, 
except its ſituation, 2 neat church 
upon à riſing ground, and a very 
good inn. 

A little beyond Timolin, on the R. is 
Moone, the ſeat of Mr. Vea tes. 

Here are the ruins of an old caſile and 
church. 

Two miles beyond Timolin, on the 
R. is Belan, a beautiſul ſeat of 
the Earl of Aldborough, with very 
fine and extenſive demeſnes and 
plantations. 

Belan was originally a calle of good 
note, but demoliſhed by Cromwell. 
The eſtate was purchaſed from the 


Lord Fitzhardin by the anceſtor of, 
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the preſent noble poſſeſſor. The 
houſe now ſtands near the junction 
of two ſtreams, the Greece aad the 
Arrow; which, about four miles 
farther down, 'fall into the river 
Barrow. The ſituation of the houſe 
is rather low. There is a lawn 
before it, gradually Noping from a 
grove of high fir trees, down to the 
Greece, running between two rows 
ob elm and aſh, The houſe was 
built in 1743, under the directions 
of Caitell, the architect, and Mr. 
Bindon, a painter; but plainneſs 
and convenience were Conſidered 
more than elegance. The front is 
compoſed with breaks, and is ſimilar 
to the rear; except that the offices 
appear upon the right hand. There 
is a broad avenue leading to the 
houſe, planted with trees; but not 
ſtrictly regular. Belan was the 
fineſt ſeat in Ireland about 70 years 
ago, has entertained King — II. 
and William III. and their armies, 
the bed thoſe kings lay on is ill 
preſerved there. The preſent Earl 
has improved and modernized the 
houſe, and added a fruitery, hot, 
green, and ice-houſes, a chapel and 
a theatre and phealamry, and, two 
porters lodges to each of the ſix 
approaches, twelve in all, and ſtone 
piers and ſweep walls; each ap- 
proach is an Engliſh mile in length 
from the houſe; his Lordſhip has 
erected a ſpacious inn and near forty 
other ſlate farm houſes on his out 
domain, which with his pleaſure 
grounds are watered by the rivers 
Greece and Arrow, canals, ponds, 
and a ſmall lake diverſified with 
iſlands, and replete with the beſt of 
carp, tench, trout, pike, cray-fiſh, 
&c. with all forts of water-fowl. 


At à review of the volunteers, in 


the year 1779, his lordſhip en- 


tertained 400 in, tents on the rear 
lawn. 


On the L. of Belan, at the foot of 
the hill, is Boulton, the ſeat of Mr. 
Higginbotham. 

Three miles from Timolin, on the R. 
is Ballyvas, the ſcat of Mr. Lewis. 
At Caſtle-Dermot, on the L. a little 

beyond the town, is the charter- 
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ſchool, which was the firſt eſtabliſh- 
ed in the kingdom. 

Caſtle-Dermot was formerly à large 
fortified town, and the reſidence of 
the kings who bore the name of 
Dermot. It was ſackedand ptunidered 
by Bruce, in 1316. The town is 
ſituated on a flat, and ſurrounded 
with a fine level country for ſeveral 
miles. There are here the rains of 
» fine Franciſcan abbey, founded by 
Gerald, Earl of Kildare, about the 

. middle of the thirteenth century. It 
is large and ſpacious, and the re- 
mains ſhew it to have been maęniß- 
cent, particularly one of its windows, 
two of the alles, and ſome of the oc- 
tagon pillars, which ſtill preſerve the 
outlines of aatient grandeur aad ele- 
gance. In the year 1377 a parlia- 

ment was held here, when there 
was a mint to coin money. The 
preſent inn is part of the old parlia- 
ment-houſe. ! 

Near 2 mile beyond Caſtle-Dermot, 
on the L. is Barnhill, the ſeat off 
Mr. Thornburn; and half a mile 
further, on the R. is Prample's- 
Town, that of the Rev. Mr. Hill. 

About a mile and a half from Caſtle- 
Dermot, on the R. is Kilkea caſtle, 
the antient reſidence of the Eails of 
Kildare. Near it is Milbrovk, the 
ſeat of Mr. Green. 

Three miles from Caſtle-Dermot, and 
three quarters of a mile to the R. is 
Burton-Hall; the fine ſeat of Wil- 
liam Burton, Eſq. The avenue that 
leads to this beautiful houſe is at 
leaſt en Fngliſh mile long, and the 
breadth large. On each fide is a far 
extended wood, cut out with variety 
of viſtas, The houſe is built on an 
eminence, Which has a gradual al- 
cent, The gardens are ſpacious, 
and well planted. Behind lies a beau- 
tifal park of near two hundred acres, 
circled with a ſtone wall nine feet 
high, and well ſtocked. The fine

On an eminence, overhanging the 
river, ſtands an old caſtle, of an 
oblong ſquare area, with large 
round towers at each of its angles. 
There are alſo in Carlow the tuins 
of a very fine abbey, built about 
634, Whoſe founder was buried 
there, and gave name to the ſtruc- 


ture. Neat it is a ſmall proteſtant

Up the river from Carlow the land-

The beau- 
tiful caſcade is adorned with elegant 
ſtatues, ſore of which are originals, 
brought from Llaly.— The Hall is 


ſcape is highly pictureſque ; and 
downward for eight miles along its 
banks, to Leighlin Bridge, the ride 
is delightful.

Four miles and à quarter beyond Car- 
low, on the R. is Clogrenaan-Lodge, 
the ſcat of John Rochfort, Eſq. 
It is one of the moſt beautiful ſitu- 
ations in Ireland, and adorned by 
excecding rich and extenſive woods. 
There is 2 good road from it to 

Leighlin Bridge, not much longer 
than the turnpike road, and very 
beautiſul. 

A mile further, is Fonthill, the ſeat 
of Mr. Croker. 

At Leighlin Bridge, on the L. is the 
ſeat ol Mr. Stewart. 

Old Leighlin is a borough town, and 
near two miles from Leighlin Bridge, 
in the mountains. It conſiſts of 2 
few cabins, the ſeat of Mr. Vigors, 
and a very pretty old cathedral, 
well preſerved, of the biſhopof the 
dioceſe. 

At the eaſt end of the church of Old 
Leighlia, there is a famous well, 
covered with many great aſh trees, 
dedicated to St. Laſarien. It is much 
frequented by the natives, who come 
from all parts of the kingdom here, 

A mile beyond Leighlin Bridge, on the 
L. is Killinane, the ſeat of Mr. 

Mercer. 

On the L. of the Royal Oak is Mone y- 
beg, the ſcat of Mr. Mercer.— The 
flaur mill is near his bouſe. 

Near two miles from the Royal Oak, on 
the R. is Shangkill, the feat of Mr. 
Aldward; Kelly-Mount, the feat 
of Mr. Rice; and Mount-Roth, that 
of Mr. Barton. 

Near three miles from the Royal Oak, 
on the L. is Paul's-Town, the feat 
of Mr. Flood; and a mile further 
Butler's-Grove, that of Mr, Roth. 

At Gawran, on the R. is the ſeat of 
Clayton Bayley, Eſq; and on the L. 
a beautiful ſcat of Lord Clifdes, 
with ample and beautiful demeſnes. 

Two miles beyond Gowran, on the R. 
is Claſhwilliam, the feat of Mr. 
Blunt; and within three miles of 
Kilkenny, on the R. is Lytath, chat 
of Richard W. D. Caffe, Eſq. 

Withia one mile of Kilkenny, on the

L. are the ſeats of Mr. Blunt, Mr. 
Cooke, Mr. Hunt, and the Rev. Mr. 
Candler. 

Not tar from Kilkenay, on the eſtate 
of Mr. Butler, is the famous cave of 
Dunmore, about two miles from 
the ruins of Dunmore Houſe, which 
houſe was formerly the habitation 
of the Duke of Ormond. The 
paſſage into it is down a ſquare hole, 
or rather precipice, ypwards of ſixty 
feet deep by twelve wide z at the 
bottom thereof is the mouth of the 
_ 3 but low, arched 
with rocks, ſeemingly dropping on 
the head, where from 2 . of 
petrifactions, like icicles, there falls 
2 vaſt quantity of drops of limpid 
water, which alſo petrify into clear 
chryſtal lumps upon the rocks 
whereon they fall ; they are white, 
and nearly tranſparent. From this | 
entrance, by the help of flambeaux, 
you turn to the left, and deſcend 
over 2 multitude of rocks, Here 
you behold a broken and uninter- 
rupted ſcene, made up of an infinite 
variety of inequalities, or racks 
over head, ſome threatening deſo- 
lation on the ſpot, whilſt others 
ſeem to be more fixed and ſecure. 

This amazing and ditficu}t meander 
over rocks and precipices, leads you 
on for about « quarter of a mile, 
when you are agrecably entertained 
by the murmurings of a ſubter- 
rancous river, Which rolling over 
rumbling ſtones, and falling over 
rocks, forms a ſtrange kind ot noiſe 
in that hollow cavern ; but bow far 
it extends, none has been ſo bold as 
to attempt diſcovering. 

Kilkenny is one of the molt elegant 
towns, or cities, in the kingdom. 
It is the ſeat of the biſhop of Oſſory; 
and the adjacent territory is a county 
in itſelf. The cathedral is a fine 
old Gothic ſtructure. The caſtle, 
formerly the chief ſcat of the Duke 
of Ormond, is a large and noble 
pile, landing on the bank of the 
river Nore ; which family byilt and 
endowed a free ſchool in this city, 
and a nable ructure called the 

college, for the education of youth. 
Here are barracks for # troop of 
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horſe, and four companies of foot. 

The inhabitants boaſt that they have 
fire without ſmoke, earth without 
bog, water without mud, and air 
without fog; and that their ſtreets 
are paved with marble. There are 
the ruins of three old monaſteries 
here, called St. John's, St. Francis's, 
and the Black Abbey. St. John's 
has great elegance, and amazing 
lightneſs in the ſtyle of the building. 
Belonging to this abbey are the 
remains of ſeveral old munuments, 
almoſt buried in the ruins. St. 
Francis's has little remaining, ex- 
cept the tower. But the Black 
Abbey is a magnificent remain; the 
windows are exquiſitely curious; 
and the architraves in the outſide 
cornice under the parapet, are very 
expreflive of their origin. Of this 
ſpacious ruin, two of the ſtceples 

are almoſt entire. —One of the old 
churches is converted into a maſs 
houſe, as the contts of two of the 
abbies are changed into barracks, 
St. Francis's tor hocle, and St. John's 
for ſoot. 


A little beyond Kilkenny, on the R. 


is Kilcreen, the leat ot Sir William 
Morres, Bart. and Caſtle-Blunden, 
the ſeat of Sir John Blunden, Bart. 
Near two miles deyond Kilkenny, on 
the L. is Goſlin's-Town, the ſeat of 
Mr. Barton; and on che R. Teina- 
Park, that of Mr. Heron.

Four miles and a half from Kilkenny, 
on the L. is Farmly, the fine ſeat 
of Henry Flood, Eſq; and near it 
are the ruins of Burn-church. 
Within two miles and a half of Callen, 
on the L. is Ballymack, the ſeat oi 
Mr. Flood; and a mile from it, on 
the R. is Deſart, the ſuperd ſeat of 
Lord Deſart, with fine demeſnes. 
Within « mile and a half of Callen, on 
the L. are the ruins of Eve caſtle; 
and on the R. of Callen, is Welt- 
Court, the ſeat of Mr. Elliot. 
Callen, now a poor, deſolate village, 
was formerly a town of ſome note, 
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28 appeat by the ruins of ſome old 


caſlles, an abbey, and a very fine 
old church, 


Three miles beyond Callen, on the L. 
is Gar:ryricken, a noble and beautiful 
ſeat of Walter and John Butler, Eſq. 

Half a mile beyond the Nine-Mile 
Houſe, on the L. are the ruins of 
the church of Grangemock ler. 

Four miles beyond the Nine-Mile 
Houſc, on the L. is Kilcafh, the fine 
ſcat of Mr. Butler. The view from 
the hill of Kilcaſh is a moſt noble 
and extenſive ons. On the R. is 
Slievenaman mountain; and two 
miles and a half further, are the 
ruins of Ballyglaſhin caſtle. 

Within three miles of Clonmell, on 
the R. is Kilmore, the ſeat of John 
Bagwell, Eſq; and near it is New- 
town, a ſeat of Sir Thomas Oſborne, 
Bait, and Redmond's- Town, that 
of Mr. Magrath. 

Within a mile of Clonmell, on the R. 
is the charter-ſchool. 

Clonmell hath a manufacture of wool- 
lens carried on in it, but not very 
conſiderable.

well as the largeit ſquadrons of the 
royal navy. Ships may fail into or 
out of this harbour, keepiug 'in the 
middle of the channel, with the 
utmoſt ſafety, Within the haven, 
on the weſt fide, lies a great ſhelf, 
which ſhoots a great way off from 
the land, but leaves an — paſ- 
ſage by the fide of i it, in which, as 
in "all the reſt of /the harbour, it is 
many fathoms deep. This haven 
for ſome miles goes in N. N. E. but 
afterwards turns weſtward till it 
reaches the quay. of Kinſale, where 
ſhips may ride in eight or nine 
fathorns of water, being perſect ly 
ſecure from all winds, s be bar- 
racks hold twelve companies of 
foot, beſides a regiment in Charles- 
Fort. The Spaniards made them- 
ſelves maſters of the town in 1600; 
but they were driven out of it the 
lame year by the lord depaty 
Mountjoy, who with an handful of 
Engliſh routed an Iriſh army' of 
12,000 mien coming to their relief, 
and obliged Don John de Aquilla, 
the Spaniſh commander, with g 


Spaniards, to ſurrender the place. 


It is governed by a ſovereign and 


recorder. In time of war it is 


frequented by rich home ward bound 
| fleets, and ſhips of war; and moſt 
of the houſes are then let at double 


rents. It is the beſt ſupplied with'fiſh 
of any town in the kingdom. It gives 


the title of baron to the antient and | 
noble family of De Courcy, lineally 


deſcended from John De Courcy, 
Earl of Ulſter, who from him have 


the privilege to be covered in the 


preſence of the King of England.

1189 it was demoliſhed by tle Iriſh, 
who took it by ſurprize. Being 
afterwards re-edified, it was for 
many years an epiſcopal reſidence, 
'till Myler Magrath, 
Caſhel, and biſhop of this ſee, 
granted to Sir Walter Raleigh the 
manor of Liſmore. It ſoon fell 
_ into the hands of Sir Richard Boyle, 
who purchaſed all Sir Walter's 
lands. He beautified the whole, 


f and added many buildings to it, 


molt of which were burnt down 
during the Iriſh' rebellion. At the 
breaking out of the rebellion, it was 
cloſely beſieged by 5000 Iriſh, com-

; bridge over the Blackwater river, 

erected by the Duke of Devonſhire 

at @ very great expence. | This 
bridge is remarkable for the extent 
of the principal arch, the ſpan of it 
being 102 feet. Here is a fine fal- 
mon weir; and great quantities of 
that fiſh are taken in nets. In this 
town lived Henry Eeles, a very 
ingenious man, fond of electricity, 
and who publiſhed ſeveral works on 
the ſubje&, At his death he was 
buried, agreeable to his own deſire, 
at the top of the neighbouring 
mountain of Knockmelduwn. 

The beſt and pleaſanteſt road from 

Cappoquin to Liſmore is on the north 

fide of the river. 

Liſmore is ſituated on the river Black- 
water, and is a very antient place, 
St. Carthagh, or Mochada, having 
founded berg an an abbey and ſchool 

in the beginning of the ſeventh 

century, Which in a ſhott time was 
much reſorted to, not only by the 
natives, but alſo by the Britons and 
| Saxons, during the middle ages. 
Lifmore, we are told by an antient

Ratheny, in Weſtmeath. On be- 
coming an univerſity, Magh Sgiath 
obtained the name of Dunſginne, 
or the fort of the Saxons, from the 
number of . Saxons that reſorted 
thereto, but ſoon after that of Lios- 
mor, or Liſmore. The biſhopric of 
Liſmore was united to that of 

Waterford in 1363, ſcven hundred 
and thirty years aiter. its founda- 
tion, 

About four miles from Liſmore (but 
not on the road to Tallow) is 
Dromana, the beautiful and ſuperb 
ſeat of the Earl of Grandiſon. It is 
ſituated on the river Blackwater, 
between Youghall and Cappoquin. 
The houſe is — and has been 
lately conſiderably enlarged; and its 
ſituation is one of the finett that 
can be imagined. It -is raiſed on a 
very elevated bank, richly furniſhed 
with large trees, and commands 2 
moſt pleaſing view of the river and 
the extenſive woods which cloath 
the fide of a mountain on its oppo- 
ſte bank. The Blackwater is navi- 
gable for brigs of 150 tons, for a 
tew miles above Dromana. There 
is a ferry here. 

As you go from Dromana down the 
river hes Villiers Town, a. pretty 
village, with an elegant church, 
built xnd endowed by the late Ear! 
of Grandiſon. Farther on is Claſh- 
more, à village, and the ſeat of 
Richard Power, Eſq; and Bally- 
netfa, the handſome ſeat of Mr. 
Smith,-The whole paſſage indeed 
from Cappoquin by Dromana to 
Youghall, is a varied ſcene of the 
moſt beautiful landſcapes, embel- 
liſhed with every ornament that

About a mile W. of Cloyne, near 
the road leading to Roſtellan, 'is 
Caſtle-Mary, the ſeat of Richard 
Longfie ld, Eſq. The W. front of 
this manſion preſents a view of 
Cork harbour, and the conntry ad- 
jacent; the E. ſpacious gardens, 
well improved, with an aviary con- 
tiguous to it, and below the houſe, 
is an extenſive park, well ftocked 
with deer, near which is a druidical 
monument, or altar-piece. A half 
mile farther is Whitewell, where 
you turn to the ſouth, Two miles 
on is the church of the Union of 
Aghada, being united to the ſee of 
Cloyne.

The inhabitants have a 
tolerable inland trade; and a manu- 
facture of carthen ware, lately ſet 
up, is in a thriving condition. 
There is a bar at the entrance o 
the port, which makes it difficult, 
and ſometimes dangerous; but ſkips, 
when they are once in, lie very 
ſafely, and it is equally convenient 
and capacious. Towards the ſea 
the town is defended by u fmall 
fort, with a mole for the ſecurity o 
ſbipping, and a qugy to load and 
diſcharge goods, an exchange and 
cuſtom-houſe at 2 ſmall diſtance. 
The collegiate church here is a very 
large and elegant building. lo it is a 
very fine old monument, erected by 
the fu ſt Earl of Cork, which we are 
ſorry to ſay is much defaced. In 
the gardens belonging to Youghall 
the potatoe it is ſaid was firſt planted, 
This improvernent is aſcribed to Sir 
Walter Raleigh with much proba- 
bility, for this was à part of the eſlate 
he ſold to'the Earl of Cork. It ſeems 
however, that no proper inſtructions 
were given to the perſon who cul. 
tivated it ; ſince, upon its coming 
up and growing pretty high, he at- 
tempted to cat the apple, which he 
took to be the fruit of the plant, 
but finding it unpleaſant, conſidered 
his pains as loſt, and utterly neglect- 
ed it. At ſome diſtance of time, 


when came to turn up the 
earth, they found the roots ſpread 
to a great diſtance, and increaſed 
into great quantities; and from this 
place the whole kingdom was

Three miles beyond Bennet's bridge, 
on the R. are the ruins of Ennifnag 
caſtle; and about à mile on the L. is 
Mount- Juliet, a very magnificent 
ſeat of the Earl of Carrick, with 
extenſive demeſnes. It is beautifully 
ſituated on a fine declivity on the 
banks of the Nore, commanding 
ſome extenſive plantations . that 
ſpread over the hills, which riſe in 
2 various manner on the other fide 
of the river. A knowl of lawn 
riſes among them, with artificial 
ruins on it; but the ſituat ion is not 
in uniſon with the idea of a ruin, 
very rarely placed to effect, unleſs 
in retired and melancholy ſpots. 
The river is a very fine one, and 
has a good accompaniment of well- 
grown wood. From the cottage a 
more varied ſcene is viewed, chear- 
ful and pleaſing; and from the tent, 
in the farther plantation, « yet gayer 
one, which looks down on ſeveral 
bends of the river. On the oppoſite | 
fide of the river Nore, are the ruins 
of a caſtle. 

Near fix miles from Bennet's ba 
on the R. is the ſeat of Mr. Wray; 
and near it, Chapel-Izod, that of 
William Izod, Eſq. ' 

Witkin three quarters of a mile of Kil- 
magany, on the L, is Snugborough, | 

the ſeat of Mr. Shepherd. | 

Three miles beyond Kilmagany, on the 

R. is Kilmacollaver, the ſeat of Mr. 
Oſborne; and a mile and a half fur- 
ther, on the L. is Annſborougb, that 

of Mr. Oſborne. 

Within two miles of Carrick, on the 
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L. is Caſtle-Town, the fine ſeat of 
Richard Cox, Eig. The demeſne 
of this gentlemaa is very extenſive, 
and the plantations are remarkably 
fine. Seven hundred eres of fer- 
tile land are incloſed within a ſtone 
wall eleven feet high. 

Within one mile of Carrick, on the R. 
is Wilmar, the ſeat of Mr. Nichol- 
ſon; and about three quarters of a 
mile from it, on the L. Tinvoan, 
that of Mr. Briſcow. * 

Carrick-on-Suir is ſituated in a beau- 
tiful country, 2nd has the advantage 
of a communication with Water- 
ford by water, for large ſloops. 
The caſtle, with a large park ad- 
joining, belongs to the Butler fa- 
mily; but both are now neglected. 
It was formerly a walled town, and 
part of the walls {till remains, The 
woollen manufacture is carried on 

here very extenſively, both of 
broad-cloaths and ratteens, For 
the latter it thath long been cele- 

drated. The town is irregularly 
built, ' but the inhabitants are in- 
duſtrious. It has a barrack for 
two troops of horſe, and gives the 
title of. Earl to « branch of the 
Butler family, as it did formerly to 
the Duke of Ormond. 

On the other ſide the river is Carrick- 
beg, where are the remains of an 
abbey of Franciſcan friars, founded 
by Jamce, the firſt Earl of Ormond, 
in 1336. A ſteeple, erected on one 

of ſide walls of the church, is 
edi: or a great curioſity ; it 
projecting about two feet over the 
wall, from which it takes its riſe 
in & point, at twenty feet from the 
ground.

Waterford is one of the largeſt cities 
in the kingdom, has a good foreign 
trade, but duriag the American war 
the Newfoundland commerce was 
nearly deſtroyed, but fince the con- 
cluſion of the peace it again begins 
to flouriſh, It has been much im- 
proved by embanking ia the river.

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It is the ſee of a biſhop, united 
to Liſmore; and was antiently the 
ſeat 'of King John, who granted 
it. divers privileges; as did alſo 
Henry VII. for its allegiance to 
him .agaioſt Perkin Warbeck. It 
way beſieged and taken by Oliver 
Cromwell, and afterwards by King 
William. Waterford is governed 


by a mayor, ſheriffs and recorder. 


It is well built, and hath about 2450 
houſes. A very handſame cathedral 
has been erected here within a few 
years ; many of the public edifice: 
are extremely elegant, and the 
quay is eſteemed one of the ſineſt in 
Europe. The harbour extends about 
eight miles in length, nearly ia a 
ſtraight line, all the way deep and 
clear, having no rocks or ſands that 
can obſtruct the navigation. With» 
out the harbour it is eleven and 
twelve fathoms deep, and in the 
mouth ſeven or more. Within the 
eaſterly corner is a good road in four 
or five fathoms; and on the weſt- 
erly fide, five or ſix miles from the 
mouth, is another excellent road, for 
veſſels ſailing to or from Waterford. 
Upan the eaſt fide, ſeven miles 
from Waterford, is Duncannon Fort, 
which is extremely ſtrong, and ſo 
well ſituated, that it effectually 
commande the harbour, It was 
from this place that King James 
fled into France and it is ſrom this 

ace. that the noble family of 
Ponſonby derive the title of viſcount. 
_ Waterford has the largeſt export of 
. pork, and the beſt butter in Ireland. 
The garriſon conſiſts of a regiment 
of foot, It gives the title of Earl 
to the illuſtrious family of Talbot; 
and that of viſcount to the noble 
family of Lumley, There is a very 
extenſive glaſs manuſactory carried 
on in this city, by Meſſrs. George 
and William Penroſe 3 and an excel- 
lent ſchool, kept under the direction 
of the Rev, Dr. Stokes. Pacquets 
have been eſtabliſhed between thic 
city and Milford i» 8. Wales, 
which are found extremely con- 
venient to the ſouthern parts of 


the kingdom.

On the L. of Gore's Bridge, on the 
oppoſite ſide of the river Barrow, 
are the ruins of Ballyellan caſtle; | 
and about a mile further is Barrow- 
Mount, the ſeat of Mr. Gore; and 
beyond that, Mount Loftus, the ſeat 
of Sir Edward Loftus, Bart.

A mile from Dublin, and within half 
2 mile to the R. of Miltown, is 
Rathmines, a ſmall village, where 
the Duke of Ormond was defeated 
by the parliament's forces, under 
Colonel jones, in 1649, when there 
were 4000 killed, and 3000 taken 
priſoners.

About a mile beyond Kilternan is a 
very remarkable. chaſm in the ridge 
of a mountain, called the Scalp. 
The appearance i ſuch, as if part 
of the mountain had, by ſome acci- 
dent, been undermined, and that 
the maſs of rock, which filled up 
and formed the ridge, had tumbled 
in. In paſſing through the hollow, 
valt ffagtrients of broken rocks are 
ſeen on either hand, looſely thrown 
together; the larger fragments lie 
at the bottom, and cloſe to the road, 
the ſmaller ſtones remaining in 
heaps above. The fides of the 
chaſm are not perpendicular, but 
flope from the top conſiderably ; 
the ſpace therefore between the 
ſummits is much wider than at the 
baſe, where the road runs, 
At Powerſcourt, on the R. is the de- 
lightful and elegant ſeat of Lord 
Viſcount Powerſcourt. The hovſe 
is in a very beautiful ſituation, on 
a ſide of a mountain, half-way be- 
tween its bare top, and an irrigu- 
ous vale at its foot. In front, and 
ſpreading among woods on either 
fide, is a lawn, whoſe ſurface is 
beautifully varied in gentle declivi- 
ties, hanging to a winding river. 
The front of the houſe is an exten- 
ſive range of hewn ſtone, orna- 
mented with pilaſters in « good ſtile ; 
but 1s particularly remarkable for 
a magnificent and ſpacious Egyptian 
hall, ſupported by fluted Corinthian 
columns of a great thickneſs; and 
executed 1n the true Pallad:an ſtile; 
by that eminent architect who built 
the Parliament - houſe, Leinſter- 
houſc, and thg Lying-in Hoſpital, 
the late Mr. Caſſel. Powerſcourt 
houſe has alſo a great number of 
commodious apartments. This edi- 
fice, though not a perfect one, well 
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forms a ſcene ſingularly beautiful.

On the L. of Powerſcourt, by the 


river ſide, is Tinnahinch, the de- 
lightful ſeat of the Rt. Hon. Henry 
Grattan. 


Near Powerſcourt are the celebrated | 


DARGLE and WATERFALL, 


Which have been ſo univerſally 
admired by both natives and foreign- 
ers. The park is prodigiouſly fine. 
You enter it between two vaſt 
maſſes of mountains covered with 
wood, forming a vale ſcattered 
with trees, through which flows a 


river on a broken, rocky channel, 
You follow this vale till it is lf 
in. a molt uncommon manger, the 
ridges of mountains, cloling, in one 
great emphitheatre of wood, from 
the top of which, at the height of 


many - hundred "feet, the water 


burſts from a rock, and tumbling 
down the fide of a very large one, 


At the bottom is a ſpot of velvet 
turf, from which riſes a clump of 
oaks, and through their ſtems, 
branches, and leaves, the falling 
water is ſeen as a back ground, with 
an effect more piQtureſque than 
can be well imagine : theſe few 
trees, and this little lawn give the 
finiſhing to the ſcene, The water 
falls behind fome large fragments of 
rock, and turns to the left, down a 
ſtony channel, under the ſhade of a 


— The Dargle is a narrow 


glen or vale formed by the fides of 
two oppoſite mountains; the whole 
thickly ſpread with oak. At the 
bottom it is narrowed to the channel 
of the river, which rather tumbles 
from rock to rock than runs. The 
extent of wood that hangs to the 
eye in every direction is great, the 
depth of the precipice on which you 
ſtand is immenſe, which, with the 
roar of the water at bottom, forms a 


ſcene truly intereſting. In leſs than 
2 quarter of a mile, the road paſſing 
thraugh the wood leads to ano- 
ther picture ſque view to the right. 
It is the crown of a vaſt projecting 
rock, from which you look down a 
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precipice abſolately perpendicular, 
and many hundred feet deep, upon 
the torrent at the bottom, which 
finds its noiſy way over large frag- 
ments of rock. The point of view 
is a great projection of the moun- 
tain on this ſide, anſwered by a con- 
cave of the oppoſite, ſo that you 
command the glen beth to the right 
and left, It exhibits on both — 


ſheets of foreſt, which have à moſt 


magnificeat appearance, Beyond 
the wood, to the right, are fome 
incloſures hanging on the fide of a 
hill, crowned by a mountain. The 
ſolomnity of ſuch an extent of wood, 
unbroken by any intervening objeQts, 
and the whole hanging over declivi- 
ties, is alone great; but to this the 
addition of 2 conſtant roar of falling 
water, either quite hid, or fo far 
below as to be feen obfrurtly, unite 
to make thoſe impreſſions ſtronger. 
Following the road a liule further, 
there is another bold rocky projec- 
tion, from which alfo there 1s a 
double view to the right and left. 
The font preſents fo immenſe 2 
ſweep of hanging wood, that a 
nobler ſcene can haidly be ima- 
gined : The tiver, as before, at the 
bottom of the preeipice, which is 
lo ſteep, and the depth ſo great, 
as makes one quite fearful to look 
down. This borrid precipice, the 
pointed bleak mountains in view, 
with the roar of the water, all con- 
ſpire to raile one great emotion of 
* ſublime: You advance ſcarcely 
twenty yards before a pleaſant ſcene 
opens to the left, a diitant-lagdſcape 
of incloſures, with a river winding 
hs the hills to the ſea, Paſſing 
to the right, freſh ſcenes of wood

mediately beneath is a vaſt chaſm in 


the rock, which ſeems torn aſunder, 
to let the torrent through that comes 


tumbling over a rocky bed far ſunk 


in a channel crboſomed in wood, 
Above is the range of a gloomy ob- 
ſcure foreſt, which half overſhadow 
it, and riſing toa vaſt height, exclude 
every object. To the left the wa- 
ter rolls away over broken rocks; a 
ſcene truly romantic. The path Icads 
to the waters edge, at the bottom 


of the glen, that exhibit a new 


ſcene, in which not a ſingle circum- 
ſtance hurts the principal character. 
In 'a hollow, formed of rock and 
wood, every object excluded but 
thole 2nd water, the torrent breaks 
forth from fragments of rack, and 
tumbles through the chaſm, rocks 
bulging over it, as if ready to fall into 
che channel, and ſtop che impetuous 
water, The ſhade is ſo thick as to 
exclude the heavens; all is retired 
and gloomy, a brown horror breath- 


A little beyond Powerſcourt, on the R.

is Charle ville, the ſeat of Mr. Monk; 
and on the L. Buſhy Park, that of 
Colonel Maſon. 


Three miles and a quarter beyond 


Powerſcourt, on the R. is White- 
hall, the feat of Mr. Whitmore; 
two miles and a half ſurther, Fair- 
view, that of A. Price, Eſq; and 
mile and a half further, on the R. is 
Roundwood, the ſeat of Alderman 
Emerſon. | 


Within ſix miles of Rathdrum, on the 


R. is Willmount, the ſeat of Mr. 
Stanley, and within one mile of 


\ Rathdrum, on the R. are the ruins 


of a caſtle. 

Glendalogh, or the Seven Churches, 
Glendalogh literally fignifies the 
valley of the two lakes, and in the 
bull of pope Lucius III. was called 
Epiſcopatus Inſularum,” the biſhop- 
ric of the iſles. ' Glendalogh was 
an antient epiſcopal fee, and a well 
inhabited city, till about 1214, when 


the fee was annexed to the dioceſe 


of Dublin, and the city, memorable 
for-its religious edifices, not only 


About five miles N.W. of Rathdrum 
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ing over the whole. It is a ſpot for 
melancholy to mule in. 6, 
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fuffered by decay, but inſenſibly 
became a receptacle for outla ws and 
robbers. The archbiſhops of Dub- 
lin could not obtain quiet poſſeſſion 
till 1479, in which year, on the 
30th of May, a furrender- was 


[ 


. made in the cathedral of St. Patrick, 


Dublin, by friar Deanis White, 
who had long uſurped that fee in 
oppoſition to the regal authority. 
From this #ra Glendalogh has con- 
tinued a deſert. Here the moun- 
tains caſt a melancholy gloom» on 
the inſerior valley, contracting every 
proſpect; and, fo awful, ſo venera- 
ble is the ſcene, that <cven to a 


. momentary beholder, it appears as 


if formed for the ſtudy of the ere- 
metie life. Such was the ſituation 
choſen by St. Coemgene, or Keivin, 
who, deicended from a noble family, 
and was born A. D. 498. This ſaint 
received the ſacrament of baptiſm 
from the hands- of St. Cronan a 
prieſt; and at the age of ſeven years 
he was placed under the care and 
tuition of Petrocus, a Briton, who 
had paſſed many years in this King- 
dom for the exerciſe of : learning. 
Under this reverend man, St. Keivin 
continued till 510, when his parents 
Coinlogh and Coemhella, ſent him 
to the cell of Dogain, Lochan and 


L£Eneas or Enna, three holy ancho- 


rites, with whom he ſtudied a con- 
ſiderable time, previous to his em- 
bracing the monaſtic profefſion ; | 
after which he took on him the 
cowl, and retired to theſe wilds, 
where he wrote manylearned works, 
particularly the life of St. Patrick, 
and where he founded his abbey. 
He died on the third of June, 618, 
at the age of 120. On the third 
of June annually numbers of perſons 
flock to the Seven Churches, to 
celebrate the feſtival of the eſtecmed 
and venerated St. Keivin. St. 
Molibba, the ſon of Coeltigerna, 
who was filter to St. Keivin, was 
his immediate ſucceſſor, and died 
on the eighth of January, but the 
year is unrecorded. - The ruins of 
this abbey are ſituated in the bottom 
of the vale, and conſiſt of two build- 
ings parallel to each other, the lar» 
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ger one on the S. being the church. 


On the L. end of the abbey is an 
of extremely curious work- | 
manſhip. The columas og the fides | 


recede one behind another, and are 
very ſhort, but do not diminiſh. The 
capitals are ornamemed in a ſingular 


manner, molt of chem with human 
heads at the angles, and figures of 
| dragons, or other fabulous animals | 


at the fides. The ringtones of 
the acch are indented triangulatly, 
in imitation of the Saton architec- 
ture, and in ſome parts human heads 
or other ornaments are within the 
triangular mouldings. On the re- 
moval of ſome heaps of rubbiſh from 
under the ruins of this arch, a few 
ſtones beautifully carved were 
found, many of them belonging to 
the arches, and ſome to the archi- 
trave of the window. — The next 
edifice is called the Church of the 
Trinity, and ſtands on 2 riſiug 
ground, N. of the abbey. In the 
front of this church is a circular 
building upon « ſquare baſe, which 
| pr re > was intended for a belfry, 
a ſafficicnt ſpace being left for the 
rope to come down. Hence we 
come to the Seven Churches, for 
which Glendalogh has been for 
many centuries remarkable, and 
tor which it will be celebrated, even 
When the veſtiges now remaiaing 


are no more. "The entrance to the} 


area, on which theſe churches ſtand, 
is on the N. E. fide, through the 
ruins of a gateway ſixteen feet fix 
inches in length, and ſixteen feet in 
width. The arches, which are ſtill 
entire, are nine feet ſeven inches 
wide, and ten feet high, and che 
riag · ſtones. of mountain granite, are 
the full depth of the wall. The 
outfide arch is compoſed of twenty - 
four ſtones, and the inſide one of 
twenty-ſeven, which are two feet 
fix inches in depth. The Cathedral 
church ranks as the tit, and owes 
its origin to St. Keivia, by whom it 
was dedicated to the patron faints 
of the abbey. It meaſures forty- 
eight feet in length, and thirty in 
width. Under a ſmall window, at 
the S. fide of the choir, is s tomb

of freeſtone, ornamented ; and in

« hundred and ten feet high, un-

The remains of ſeyeral croſſes may 
ſtill be ſeen amongſt theſe. ruins; 
and that ſituated in the cemetery 


of this church, particularly merits 


notice, being one entire ſtone, ele- 
ven feet in height. 3. St. Kriwin's 
Kitchen (its vulgar appellation) was 
undoubtedly one of the Seven 
Churches, and is now almoſt entire, 
having ſuffered little, except in the 
ruin of a window, the ogly one in the 
church this was placed about eight 
feet 'from the 8. B. angle, and was 
ornamented with ap architrave ele- 
gantly wrought, but being of free- 
ſtone, it was conveyed away by the 


neighbouring inhabitants, and bray- 


ed to powder for domeſtic nſec. 
The ares of this church meaſures

ters of columns were found, with 


curious emblematic decorations, 
which had ſypported 2 great fretted 


arch, compoſed of the before» 


mentioned tones, which led to the 


diſcovery. 6. The Ivy Church is 


-- ſituated ſomewhat to the wcett ward, 


and has large breaches in its walls, 
long ſince overgtowu with ivy. 
Nothing worthy of remark can be 
found in this building, which is 
entirely unroofed. 7. Teampull na 
Skellig, ſituated in the receſs of 
the 8. mountain, was the antient 


Priory of the Rock, and was alſo 
called the Temple of the Deſert, 
both expreſſive of the Iriſh appella- 


- tion, The celebrated Bed of St. 


Keivin, on the S. fide of the lough, 
is a cave, hewn in the ſolid rock, 


on the fide of the mountain, ex- 


ceeding difficult ia aſcent, and ter- 


rible in proſpect; for it hangs per- 


pendicular over the lake, at an 
alarming height above the ſurface 


of the water. At a ſmall diſtance 


from this bed, -on the ſame fide of 


the mountain, are to be ſeen the 


ruins of a ſmall ſtone building, 
called St. Keivin's cell. 


| Negr a mile beyond Kathdrum, on the 


I.. is Avondale, the ſcat of Samuel 
Hayes, Eſq; which may juſtly claim 
the traveller*s attention, both from 
its fine natural ſituation, and the great 
pains and expence the owner has 
been at to dreſs and improve it to 


the perfection it has now attaincd, 


It is proudly ſituated ou the banks 
of the Avonmore, which name, 
fienifyine “ The great winding 
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ſtream,” correſponds moſt happily 
with its character; the banks con- 
tinually forming the fineſt waving 
lines, either covered with cloſe 


coppice wood, or with ſcattered oak 


and aſh of conſiderable growth; the 
ground, in ſome places, - ſmooth 
meadow or- paſture, and, in others, 
riſing into romantic cliffs and craggy 
precipices. The domain of Avon- 
dale enjoys this diverſity of ſcenery 
in the higheſt perfection. The 
houſe, which has been built within 
a few years, by Colonel Hayes, 
near the old feat, is large and 
remarkably well finiſhed : on the 
front and one fide lies a. ſmooth 


"lawn, ſpotted with champs and ſingle 


trees, gently riſing to a hill, crowned 
with large beech and remarkable 
well-growing fir, particularly the 
ſpruce, whoſe branches hang to the 


ground in a very pictureſque man- 


ner ; on the back of the houſe the 
ground, in ſome parts, ſlopes down 
with a gentle declivity ; in others, 
falls in tteep and abrupt precipices, 
covered with old oak, the roots of 
many of which are 100 feet perpen- 
dicular over the tops of others 
whillt the groteſque forms of the 
rocks, covered with ivy and moſs- 
grown roots, vie with the varicty of 
natural wood-flowers and ſeveial 
curious plants, to render the ſcenery 
at once pleaſing and romantic: 2 
walk winds down through this 
wood and ſome plantations of very 
large Weymouth pine and larch, to 
2 vale of conſiderable breadth ; on 
the farther ſide of which the Avon- 
more ſometimes glides with a ſmooth 
and gentle current, and, at others, 
dafhes over huge maſſes of rock and 
broken granite, with the foam and 
rage of à cataract: on the other 
ſide, the banks riſe to a great 
height, covered thickly with oak» 
woods, here and there indented by 
the meadows of two adjoining 
farms,—T his dale extegds above 
four miles, with every poflible vari- 
ation of form; the woods, in ſome 
parts, cloſing up to the river; in 
others, receding fo as to leave mea- 
dows of ſcveral acres on its banks :

that time to the year 1933 (when 
an Engliſh gentleman of the name 
of Fox, made fome experiments, 


the aſylum and great faſtneſs of 
Feagh Mac Hugh O'Bryn, (cele- 
brated by Spenrer,) when he kept 
the bigheſt powers of this county at 
bay, in the reign of Queen Eliza- 
beth. It has ſince paſſed into dif- 


cipal 'of whom are the Earl of 
Moira and Colonel Haye*, on one 
fide, and the Earl of Meath and 
Lord Malden on the other. It is a 
valley of conſiderable” length and 
great depth, rude and uncultivated 
to the laſt degree, except a lutle 


narrow, forms, by its verdure and 
flatneſs a beautiful and romantic 
contraſt with the tupendvus broken 
rocks or ſteep mountains which 
environ it: in fore places they 
actually overhang ; and, being co- 
vered with ſhort ſmooth graſs, cat- 
tle, grazing too near the edge, have 
frequently flipped down the preci- 
pice, and deen killed by the fall. 
The glen is terminated by a rugged 
aſcent, formed of huge pietes o 
rock looſely thrown together. Thef 
aſcent opens imo an ample cove, or 
kind of amphitheatre, from the top 
of which deſcends a waterfall, that 
feeds the ſtream below. This 
waterfall, though inconſiderable in} 
dry ſeaſon:, after heavy raigs de- 
comes a cataract, and adds grfatly to 
the romantic wildneſs of the ſcene.

During the rebellion, 
this caſtle was moſtly in the hands 

of the Engliſh, being garriſoned for 
the Earl of Cork by Captain Hugh 
Croker-and his company. In 1642, 
Lord Broghil upon his return from 
the relief of Knockmoane, with} 
about 60 horſe and 140 foot, defeat- 
ed a party of rebels ſtrongly poſted 
near this place, and killed 200 men 
and one of their captains, with the 
lots of only one Engliſhman. It was 
taken in 1645, by the Lord Caſtle- 
haven, after an obitinate reſiſtance.

ſuppeſcd to be in the cathedral at 
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the time. In the year 240 — 
the civil war between the pal lia ment 
and King Charles 1; Lord Inchiquin 
approached Caſhel. The inhabitants 
deſerted the city, and fled to the 
cathedral; it had been lately well 
fortified, , and Lord Taaffe had 
placed a ſtrong garriſon in it; but 
Lord Inchiquin took it by ſtorm, and 


| great ſlaughter was made of the 


garriſon and citizens, among whom 
were above twenty prieſts or triars. 
From this time this cathedral was 
kept in repair, and divine ſervice 


performed therein until the year 


1781 or 1752, when Dr, Price 
Archbiſhop of Caſhel, took off the 
roof from the choir, and converted 
this amient and venerable church 
into a 1vin! and from that time, 
being expoſed to the eſſects of the 
weather, many parts of it which 
were then entire and in good order 


ha ve, as are too apparent, gradually 


gone to decay. Upon che aſcent to 
the church was a great ſtone, as 
late as. Sir James Ware's time, 
who died in 1666, for he ſays he 
ſaw itz and the tradition of the 
inhabitants at that time was, that 
every King of Munſter was pro- 
claimed publicly at this ftone. 
The-.prefent Archbiſhop, Dr. Agar, 
wiſhed to have reſtored the antient

was obliged to relinquiſh that de- 
ſign, and has ereQed in the town 
below, a new edifice of ſufficient 
ſize, and fitted it up in the moſt 
commodious and clegant manner, 
His Grace has, beſides, placed in it 
an elegant organ which colt 600lʃ. 
built by that excellent artiſt, Mr. 
Samuel Green of London, in juſtice 
to whom, it muſt be ſaid, that there 
cannvt be. an inftrument of a finer 
tone, more complete in its compaſ⸗ 
and ſtops, not better adapted to the 
ſpace- of the- church.

St. Bri- 
gid was the illegitimate daughter ef 
an Iriſh chieſtain; was born in the 
year 453, and in the 14th year of 
her age, ſhe received the veil from 
the hands of St. Patrick himſo lf, or 
from one of his immediate diſciples, 
It is faid ſhe made a pilgrimage to 
Glaſtonbury in Somerſetſhire. St. 
Brigid prefided over the monks as 
well as over the nuns; and the abbot 
of this houſe was ſubject to the ab- 
beſs ſor ſeveral years after the death 
of the celebrated foundreſs, which 
happened in the year 5323, on the 
iſt of February, when her feſtival 
is held: ſhe was interred here; but 
her remains were - afterwards re- 
moved to the cathedral church of 
Dowa. In the year 638, Abd Dubh, 
or Black Hugh, king of- Leinſter, 
abdicated his throne, and took on

him the Auguſtinian habit in this 


years, 
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abbey: he was afterwards choſen 
abbot; and biſhop of Kildare, and 
died on the 10th of May. la the 


. year 556, Eiglitigin, the abbot, who 


was allo. biſhop of Kildare, was 


killed by a prieſt, While he was ce- 
lebrating 


. maſs at the altat of St. 
Brigid; ſince which time, no prieſt 


- whatſoever has been allowed to ce- 


lebtate maſs in that chutch, ia the 
preſence. of 'a biſhop. In the year 


1220, Henry de Londres, archbiſhop 
of Dublin put out the fire called 
inextinguiſhable, which had been 


preſerved from a very early time, 
by the nuns of St. Brigid. This 
fire was, however relighted, and 
continued to burn till the total 
ſuppreſſion” of monaſteries, The 


' ruins of this ſire-houſe, or rather 


of the nunnery, may yet be ſeen. 
Mere was alſo à grey abbey, on the 
ſauth fide of the town, erected for 
friars of the franciican order, or, as 
they were more generally called, 
grey friars, in the year 1260, by the 
— William de Veſcy; but the 
building was completed by Gerald 
Fitz-Maurice, Lord Offaley. A con- 
ſiderable part of this building till 
remains, which, from the ruias, 
appears to have been of no great 
extent. A houſe for white friars 
was likewiſe founded in this town, 
by William De Veſcy, in the year 
1290. Scveral chapters of this or- 
der were held in Atherdee and in 
Dublin, by David O'Buge, who 
was bern in this town, and was a 
man of ſound erudition: as ſuch, he 
was in the higheſt eſtimation, at 
Oxford, and at Treves in Germany, 
and wrote ſeveral learned works: 
he was well verſed in divinity, 
philoſophy, rhetoric, and the canon 
and civil law; and was generally 
called the burning light, the mirror 
and the ornament of his country. 
O'Buge flouriſhed about the year 
1320, when he was provincial of the 
Carmelite order; and died, full of 
and ſull of honour, in this 


friary, where he was interred.— 
There is a round tower, in good 
preſervation at Kildare, 
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hundred and thirty feet in height, 
built of white granite to about 
twelve feet above the ground, and 
the reſt of common blue tone ; the 
door is fourteen fret from the foun- 
dation. The pedeſtal of an old 
croſs is ſtil} to be ſeen here; and 


the: upper part of a croſs lies near 
it on the ground.

Naas is a borough and market town. 
It was formerly of great note, being 
the reſidence of the kings of Lein- 
fter. On the arrival of the Engliſh 
it was fortified ; many caſtles were 
erected ; the ruins of which are 
partly viſible; z and parliaments were 
held here. On the R. leading into 
the town from Dublin, is a Daniſh 
mount or rath; at the foot of which 
are the ruins of a houſe founded in 
1484, for eremites of the order of 
St. Auguſtin. In the 12th ceatury, 
the baron of Naas founded a priory, 
dedicated to St. John the Baptiſt, 
for Auguſtinian regular canons. In 
the centre of this town, the family 
of Euſtace erected a monaſtery for 
Dominican friars, dedicated to St. 
Euſtachius; and i it appears that their 
poſſeſſions in Naas were granted to 
them in the year 1355. For further

ſix biſhops with a great number of 
abbots, &c, was convened here, in 
the year 1162, under Gelaſius, 
archbiſhop of Armagh, who paſſed 
a decree, that no perſon ſhould be 
admitted profeſſor of divinity, in any 
church in Ireland, who had not 
ſtudied at Armagh. —A Franciſcan 
friary was allo etected here, about 
the year 1266, ſuppoſed. to have 
been by Gerald Fitz-Maurice, Lord 
Offaley. The etfigies of the founder 
remained about the beginning of the 
laſt century, on a marble monu- 
ment, which was placed in the mid- 
dle of the choir. The family of 
O'Hogain came afterwards into the 
poſſeſhon and patronage of the pri- 

ory and its eſtate,

The grey ſriary 
here was dedicated to St. Bonaven-

the market place is now; and oppo- 
ſite the caſtle was a croſs of an en- 
tire ſtone, ornamented with bas- re- 
lief figures, and many curious in- 
ſcriptions in the antient Iriſh cha- 
rater.
